COPENHAGEN,  Dec.  16.— A  dispatch  to  The  Politiken  from 
Riga  says  that  Leon  Trotzky,  the  Russian  Bolsheviki  Minister  of 
War,  has  been  engaged  on  a  vast  propaganda  scheme  to  emphasize 
the  need  of  peace.  The  correspondent  adds  that  Russia  was  never 
poorer  and  distress  was  never  greater  than  now,  and  that  the  Rus- 
sian Government  is  willing  to  give  concessions  to  foreign  capitalists 
and  would  endeavor  to  avoid  conflict  with  neighboring  countries. 

Trade  Agreement  Negotiations 
LONDON,  Dec.  16. — Leonid  Krassin,     representative     of    the 
Russian  Soviet  Government,  had  conferences  today  with  Sir  Robert 
Home.  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  lasting  nearly  the  whole 


day,  regarding  the  resumption  of  trade  between  Russia  and  Eng- 
land. It  is  stated  that  agreements  were  reached,  but  their  conditions 
must  be  referred  to  Moscow  for  approval.  Upon  receipt  of  a  reply 
from  Moscow,  another  conference,  which  'it  is  believed  will  definite- 
ly determine  the  success  or  failure  of  the  negotiations,  will  be  ar- 
ranged. 

It  is  declared  that  the  main  obstacle  in  the  way  of  an  agreement 
is  British  dissatisfaction  with  the  replies  from  Moscow  pertaining  to 
the  cessation  of  Bolsheviki  propaganda  in  the  East.

Building  Trades  Federation  in 
England  Refuses  Invitation 
From  Minister  of  Labor  to

LONDON,  Deo.  16. — The  nationM 
federation  of  building  trade*  opera- 
tives today  decided  not  to  accept  the 
Invitation  of  Thomas  J.  Macnamara, 
Minister  of  Labor,  to  discuss  a  scheme 
that  the  Minister  expected  would  pro- 
vide work   for   50,000   persons.

DUBLIN.  Dec.  16. — The  frank  ad- 
mission that  Canon  Magner,  killed 
yesterday  at  Dunmanway,  County 
Cork,  was  shot  by  an  auxiliary  cadet, 
was  made  by  Dublin  Castle  today.  A 
statement  says  the  cadet  was  one  of 
a  lorry  party  which  was  ambushed 
near  Cork  on  Saturday  night,  and 
Intimated  that  he  became  insane  as 
a  result  of  that  experience.  It  con-* 
firms  the  report  that  the  cadet  also 
killed  Timothy  Crowley,  a  farmer's 
son.  P.  8*.  Brady,  a  magistrate,  who 
witnessed  the  tragedy,  came  near 
suffering  the  same  fate. 

"Thirty  auxiliaries  left  Dunman- 
way for  Cork  to  attend  the  funeral 
of  a  colleague  killed  a  few  nights 
ago,"  says  the  statement.  "They 
were  In  charge  of  an  auxiliary  cadet, 
and  proceeded  In  two  motor  lorries. 
Some  distance  along  they  encoun- 
tered Canon  Magner  and  Timothy 
Crowley  walking.  Tho  oadet  ordered 
the  lorries  to  halt  He  Jumped  out 
and  demanded  that  Crowley  show 
htm  his  permit  for  the  bicycle  he 
was    trundling." 

At  this  point  a  Castle  official  ex- 
plained that  the  report  was  not  dear 
as  to  Just  what  led  to  the  shooting. 
The  statement  continues: 

"The  cadet  then  shot  Crowlay*dead 
with  his  revolver,  and  then  turned 
to  the  priest  and  shot  him  dead. 
After,  the  cadet  re-entered  the  lorry 
the  men  decided  to  return  to  Dun- 
manway. where  they  reported  the 
occurrence  to  the  colonel   in  charge. 

"The  colonel  promptly  arrested  the 
cadet. 

"Ciowtey  was  a  r  say  astasia  farmer, 
14  years  old,  and  not  engaged  la 
polities.     Canon  Magner  was  a  blgh- 


ly  respected  priest,  and  exerted  In- 
fluence for  good  in  the  district."

People  of  All  Classes  in  Britain 
Are  Suffering  Through  Lack 
of  Work  — Clergymen  and 
Clerks  Are  Included 


LONDON,  Dec.  16.— Many  thou- 
sands of  homes  in  Great  Britain,  ow- 
ing to  tho  unemployment,  are  facing 
the  gloomiest  outlook  for  many 
Christ  masea  past.  The  Bishop  of 
London  has  issued  a  special  appeal 
on  behalf  of  the  poorer  clergy,  citing 
many  instances  where  vicars  arc 
faced  by  bankruptcy  at  the  New  Tear, 
and  are  already  destitute  of  bare 
KocesKlties. 

"I  have  already  given  all  I  can  af- 
ford myself  long  ago,"  His  Lordship 
declared. 

On  the  other  hand,  he  stated  that 
£1,600  had  been  received  by  him 
within  two  days,  but  regretfully  an- 
nounces that  this  by  no  means  covers 
the   needs  of  the  situation. 

Unemployment  Is  common  among 
clerks  and  middle-class  occupations, 
as  well  as  among  manual  laborers, 
and  official  statistics  show  that  about 
600,000  are  without  occupation  at 
present.  It  is  admitted,  however, 
that  this  is  far  below  the  real  figure, 
as  there  are  many  without  work  who 
have  not  been  reached  by  State  or 
other  organizations.  Labor  circles 
declare  the  actual  number  of  men 
out  of  employment  Is  fully  a  million. 
Upon  a  majority  of  these  there  are 
dependents,  and  the  total  number  of 
persons  suffering  from  the  present 
condltione  Is  placed  at  from  three  to 
four  million,  a  large  proportion  being 
former  soldiers. 

There  Is  a  general  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  trades  unions,  and  the 
local  authorities,  to  rely  on  the  gov- 
ernment to  solve  the  problem,  but  In 
seversl  places  municipalities  and  other 
organisations  have  begun  Improve- 
ment works,  the  cost  of  which  will 
be  paid  out  of  local  taxes.  The 
national  executive  of  the  labor  party 
yesterday  passed  a  resolution  de- 
claring the  "present  scandal  of  in- 
nocent starving  persons  can  not  be 
allowed  to  continue,  and  calling  upon 
the  government  to  maintain  persons 
for  whom   no  work  Is  available." 

The  government  Is  asked  to  pay 
each  man  forty  shillings  a  week, 
and  each  woman  15  shillings,  with 
additional  allowances  for  dependents. 
This.  It  Is  asserted,  could  be  done  for 
ten  weeks  for  "the  modest  sum  of 
16.000.000."

DUBLIN,  Dec.  16. — Peace  negotiations  have  been  resumed  in 
Ireland,  it  is  learned  tonight  on  good  authority.  It  is  difficult  to 
ascertain  the  lines  on  which  the  intermediaries  are  operating,  owing 
to  the  Teticence  of  all  engaged,  but  it  is  undefstood^that  high  church 
dignitaries,  including  Archbishop  Clune.  of  Perth,  Western  Australia, 
and  the  Bishop  of  Killaloo,  Monsignor  Fogerty,  are  prominent  among 
those  continuing  their  efforts  to  bring  about  a  settlement. 

In  official  circles,  interest  centres  in  the  expected  meeting  of  the 
Dail  Eireann  to  consider  Premier  Lloyd  George's  proposals  in  reply 
to  Father  O'Flanagan's  messages.  The  Associated  Press  is  informed 
that  Arthur  Griffith,  the  Sinn  Fein  leader,  will  be  given  safe  conduct 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Dail  Eireann  or  any  conference  in  Ire- 
land or  England  concerning  peace.  It  is  officially  stated  that  only 
four  members  of  the  Dail  Eireann  would  be  excluded  from  partici- 
pation in  such  meetings. 


Labor   Commission's    Report 

LONDON',  Dec.  16. — The  report  on 
the  labor  commission's  inquiry  into 
conditions  in  Ireland  made  public  to- 
day declares  that  cye-wltnesses  to 
the  burning  of  Cork  "are  unanimous 
in  stating  that  the  fires  were  caused 
by   crown   forces."

Cannot  Give  Armenia 
Admission  to  League 

Assembly  Reluctantly  Compelled  to  Deny  It  Be- 
cause of  Uncertainty  in  Government — Bulgaria, 
Finland,  Luxemburg  and  Costa  Rica  Ad- 
mitted— Baltic  States  Are  Excluded 


GENEVA,  Dee.  16. — The  League  of 
Nations  Increased  its  membership  to 
forty-six  states  today  by  the  admis- 
sion of  Bulgaria,  Finland,  Luxemburg 
and  Costa  Rica.  None  met  with  op- 
position, but  there  were  some  absten- 
tions from  voting  on  their  admis- 
sion, led  by  the  French  delegates, 
who  explained  that,  although  they 
held  po  grievances  against  Bulgaria, 
they  lacked  sufficient  Information  and 
preferred  not  to  act  either  way. 

Armenia  came  up  again  today  to 
trouble  the  Assembly. 

To  do  something  for  Armenia, has 
appeared  to  be  the  slogan  of.  several 
members  since  the  beginning  of  the 
meeting,  Including  South  Africa,  rep- 
resented by  Lord  Robert  Cecil.  Tbe 
committee  on  the  admission  of  the 
new  states  hsvtng  decided  that  Ar- 
menia could  not  be  admitted  now. 
Lord  Robert  asked  the  Assembly  at 
least  to  hold  out  the  hope  thst  Ar- 
menia would  be  adopted  In  the  family 
of  nations  next  year,  and  to  wish  well 
to  President  Wilson  In  his  mshrion  of 
mediation  between  the  Armenians 
knd  Turkish  Nationalists.

LONDON.  l>ec.  1«.—  Premier  Lloyd 
George  explained  the  British  policy 
in  tho  Kast  last  night  in  the  Houae 
or  Commons  on  the  supplementary 
army  vote  of  £38.750,000. 

The  recent  occurrencea  in  Greece, 
be  said,  would  no  doubt  have  a  con- 
siderable effect  on  the  position  in 
that  part  of  the  world.  He  would 
not  predict  what  the  policy  of  the 
Allies  would   be. 

"The  powers  are  right  in  awaiting 
developmenta  before  they  finally  de- 
cide on  what  policy  they  will  adopt 
In  that  quarter,"  he  said,  "but  there 
are  certain  things  we  have  to  make 
up  our  minds  definitely  upon  which 
have  no  real  reference  to  the  rela- 
tions between  Greece  and  Turkey. 
One  is  the  guardianship  of  the 
straits.  This  country,  with  others, 
has  to  make  up  Its  mind  whether  It 
la  prepared  to  restore  the  guardian- 
ship of  the  straits  to  Turkey. 

"If  it  does  so,  it  is  Inviting  the 
same  treachery  that  proved  so  peril- 
ous to  the  Allies  and  so  very  nearly 
proved  disastrous  to  them. 

"After  a  great  deal  of  hesitation 
and  reluctance  the  government  came 
definitely  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
was  advisable  to  leave  Constantinople 
under  the  sovereignty  of  the  Turks, 
while  internationalising  the  straits 
under  the  guardianship  of  Britain, 
France  and  Italy." 

Referring  to  the  Persian  question, 
the   Premier   said  It  was  the  govern-

that  country,  but  to  have  done  it 
sooner  would  have  meant  leaving 
Persia  completely  to  anarchy.

The  Turkish  advance  had  been 
completely  arrested,  and  what  might 
have  developed  into  a  most  menacing 
move  against  the  British  Empire,  and 
might  have  lit  a  Are  that  would  have 
devastated  Asia,   had  been   prevented. 

"We  have  had  to  tell  Persia,"  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  continued,  "that  we 
could  not  stay,  and  they  must  make 
their    arrangements    by    Spring." 

It  was  a  definite  statement.  If  the 
Anglo-Persian  agreement  was  not 
ratified  and  Persia  did  not  take  the 
necessary  steps,  it  naturally  fell  to 
tho  ground,  but  the  responsibility 
would  be  with   Tersla. 

Great  Britain  had  accepted  the 
mandate  for  Mesopotamia..  That  was 
what  mattered.'  Somebody  had  to 
accept  the  responsibility  for  the 
League  of  Nations  and  they  must 
discharge  their  obligations  in  a  way 
'  worthy  of  them  and  of  their  inter*, 
ests  and  prestige  in  the  East,  where 
prestige  counted  for  so  very  much. 
The  government  had  shown  clearly 
that  If  there  were  rich  deposits  of 
oil  there,  it  was  to  the  benefit,  not 
merely  of  the  British  Empire  but  of 
'the  whole  world,  that  it  should  be 
balanced  evenly  and  fairly  between 
all  the  nations  of  the  world  who 
came  Into  that   quarter.

PARIS.  Dec.  16. — Attempts  which 
have  been  made  by  communists  in 
Csecho-Slovakla  to  overthrow  the 
government  and  seize  power  in  that 
nation  have  failed  entirely,  accord- 
ing to  the  latest  dispatches  to  the 
French  Foreign  Office.  The  Czecho- 
slovak government,  it  la  declared,  is 
emerging  from  the  turmoil  of  the 
pant  fortnight  in  a  strong  position. 

The  communist  leaders  have  been 
imprisoned,  the  advicea  state,'  and  the 
communist  newspapers  have  been 
suppressed. 

PRAGUE.  Dec.  16. — Martial  law 
has  been  declared  at  Bruex,  a  town 
In  Bohemia,  14  miles  north  of  Saatz, 
by  the  Csecho-Slovaklan  government. 
This  measure  was  decided  upon  in 
consequence  of  a  clash  between 
troops  and  strikers  during  which  six 
workmen  were  killed  and  15  wounded. 

WASHINGTON.  Dec.  16.  —  The 
Czecho-Slovak  legation  has  received 
a  cable  dispatch  from  Prague,  capl- 
tol  of  Csecho-Slovakla,  statin*;  that 
the  government  had  refused  to  en- 
tertain the  demands  of  the  com- 
munists, who  have  sought  to  call  a 
general  strike. 

This  dispatch  states  that  the  army 
is  performing  Its  functions  and  has 
remained  loyal.  Attempte  to  call  out 
the  workers  of  the  Important  Skoda 
works  have  failed.  It  Is  further 
stated  that  the  German  Social  Demo- 
crats have  decided  against  participa- 
tion in  the  strike,  and  the  sentiment 
in  Bohemia  is  also  said  to  be  opposed 
to    the    communists. 

The  trouble  arose  when  a  decision 
of  the  supreme  court  as  to  the  owner- 
ship of  a  newspaper  was  resisted  by 
the  communists.  Following  clashes 
with  tho  police,  tho  communists 
called  a  general  strike,  and  appealed 
to  the  railway  workers  and  miners. 
The  dispatch  states  that  the  railway 
workers  and  miners  have  refused  to 
Join  in  the  movement. 

There  is  a  general  strike  at  one  of 
the  raining  towns.  Klabno,  and  a 
partial  strike  at  two  of  the  other 
mining  centers. 

At  Prague  and  at  the  large  mining 
centers  in  Northern  Bohemia,  the 
l  conditions  are  stated  to  be  normal.

HALIFAX.  N.8.,  Dec.  16 Ap- 
proval of  the  Montreal  agreement  by 
which  the  differences  existing  be- 
tween the  coal  miners  and  operators 
of  tho  Maritime  Provinces  are  com- 
posed for  the  time  being,  was  gen- 
erally conceded  today  In  the  light  of 
all  but  a  few  scattered  returns  from 
yesterday's  referendum.

LONDON,  Dec.  If. — A  tremendous 
development  of  waterpower  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  is  being  held  up  be- 
cause of  tho  British  labor  unrest.  The 
department  of  overseas  trade  has 
been  planning  a  newspaper  campaign 
In  Britain  for  the  establishment  of 
branches  of  British  firms  In  British 
Columbia  to  take  advantage  of  in- 
dustrial developments  there.  One  of 
the  greatest  of  these  is  an  electrical 
power  scheme,  on  which  work  has  al- 
ready been  commenced,  at  Bridge 
River,   in  LUIooet  district 

It  Is  ultimately  Intended  there  to 
develope  as  high  as  half  a  million 
horsepower.  The  flow  of  Bridge 
River  is  to  be  diverted  by  means  of  a 
tunnel  through  a  mountain  a  distance 
of  three  miles  to  Beaton  Lake.  The 
fall  is  more  than  a  thousand  feet,  and 
a  continuous  power  of  tremendous 
importance  can  be  obtained. 

Today  contracts  for  $10,000,000 
worth  of  hydraulic  and  other  material 
for  this  project  are  being  offered  here, 
but  the  matter  is  hanging  fire  be- 
cause the  labor  unrest  mak,es  it  im- 
possible to  secure  delivery  at  any 
stated  time.  This  is  contrasted  with 
the  position  In  Germany,  where  man- 
ufacturers are  willing  to  guarantee 
immediate  delivery,  and  have  under- 
bid British  manufacturers  as  to  prlee 
on    tffls   contract. 

Glasgow  newspapers  yesterday 
printed  a  vague  report  that  a  British 
Dominion  had  placed  an  order  for 
40  locomotives  In  Germany,  at  £400,- 
000,  compared  with  £680,000  as  the 
lowest  British  bid.  Investigation  dis- 
closes, that  the  Dominion  ment'oned 
is  not  Canada,  but  1»  probably  South 
Africa.

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LONDON.  Dec.  1«. — Six  destroyers 
and  nine  submarines  are  now  under 
construction  In  this  country,  it  wae 
announced  this  afternoon  In  the 
House  of  Commons,  whereas  the 
United  States  Is  building  sixty-six 
destroyers  and  fifty-three  subma- 
rines, France  one  destroyer  and  six 
submarines,  Italy  nine  destroyers  and 
two  submarines,  and  Japan  eight  de- 
stroyers and  eight  submarines. 

Questions  put  to  the  Government 
showed  the  deep  interest  that  has 
arisen  rather  suddenly  in  the  future 
of  the  British  navy.  The  committee 
of  national  defence,  an  Important 
body  on  which  sit  leading  Ministers 
and  naval  and  military  experts,  has 
just  begun  to  study  the  problem.  It 
is  considering  not.  only  the  size  but 
the  tyj>e  of  navy  to  be  maintained 
in  the  future,  and  its  deliberations 
are  likely  to  continue  for  sometime, 
perhape  for  months,  before  a  de- 
cision  Is  reached. 

Meanwhile  a  lively  controversy  Is 
raging  in  tho  newspapers  on  the 
value  of  battleships.  The  experiences 
of  war,  and  particularly  In  the  Bat- 
tle of  Jutland,  have  proved,  It  Is  held, 
that  revolutionary  changes  of  design 
ore  necessary,  and  some  experts  of 
high  standing  declare  that  it  wouM 
be  foolish  to  build  any  more  battle- 
skips  at  all  In  these  days  of  air- 
fighting  «nd  submarines. 

Vlce-Admlral  Sir  Percy  Scott  haa 
come  out  In  support  of  the  late  Lord 
Fisher's   "scrap   the   lot."    He  writes: 

"What  is  the  use  of  the  batt'c- 
shlp?  This  is  u  simple  little  ques- 
tion which  I  think  I  and  the  public 
are  entitled  to  ask.  I  cannot  answer 
it,  and  I  cannot  get  an  answer  from 
anyone  yet.  I  am  wrong.  I  did 
get  one  from  a  midshipman.  He 
snld,  'They  are  no  damned  good  at 
all.' " 

Tho  case  for  the  battleship  was 
humorously  brought  up  In  The  Lon- 
don Times  this  morning  by  an  an- 
onymous naval  officer,  who  writes: 
"The  oapital  ship  la  a  ship  that  sinks 
the  enemy's  capital  ship,  that  pro- 
tects the  cruisers,  that  sink  tho  cruis- 
ers which  protect  the  destroyers,  that 
sink  the  submarines,  that  attack  tho 
merchant  ships  that  bring  the  food, 
that  feeds  the  people  who  build  the 
ships,  that  transport  the  army  that 
defends  the  bouse  that  Jaok  built— 
the   British   Empire." 

Economists  would  be  delighted  if 
a  verdict  could  be  given  against  tho 
enormously  costly  battleships,  but  it 
will  not  be  determined  by  that  fac- 
tor. The  new  orientation  of  world 
politics,  the  new  strategic  position  ot 
naval  powers  and  the  feasibility  rf 
maintaining  big  ships  in  far  distant 
waters  are  the  factors  the  defence 
committee  will  consider  before  de- 
ciding. Meanwhile  It  Is  In  no  hurry, 
as  It  realises  fully  the  advantage  of 
having  other  nations'  experience  and 
opinions  to  guide   it.

MUNICH,  Dec.  1«.  —  Publication 
abroad  of  the  concluding  volume  of 
Bismarck's  memoirs,  which  la  still 
tied  up  by  an  Injunction  granted  to 
former  Emperor  William  by  the 
Stuttgart  court,  prompted  the  Neueste 
Nachrichten,  the  leading  moderate 
Liberal  newspaper  of  South  Germany 
to  severely  attack  yesterday  the  for 
mer  Emperor,  the  Bismarck  family, 
the  Stuttgart  publishers  of  the  book, 
and  also  public  opinion  in  Germany 
for  permitting  what  waa  "a  German 
scandal  to  become  an  International 
scandal." 

The  newspaper  said  It  considered  it 
highly  humiliating  that  the  German 
nation  should  receive  the  farewell  gift 
of  her  greatest  statesman  out  of  the 
hand  of  her  enemies.  Discussing  the 
role  played  by  the  former  Emperor  in 
the  present  controvery,  the  news- 
paper^ declared  that  the  "case  of  Bis- 
marck versus  William  II,  long  since 
had  been  lost  by  the  former  monarch. 
"Notwithstanding  his  profuse  apolo- 
gies and  varied  interpretations,"  it 
Raid,  oulj.v  an  act  of  gallantry  aould 
have  modified  the  judgment  of*  pos- 
terity. Instead  of  this,  William  has 
permitted  an  ethical  and  hysterical 
problem  to  become  the  subject  of 
private  litigation,  thus  seeking  in  a 
picayunish  manner  to  lay  a  hand  on 
the  great  shadow  of  Bismarck." 


STATES  ATTITUDE 


Dominion  Minister  of  Labor 
Writes  to  Ontario  Minister 
Defining  Measures  Federal 
Government  Will  Adopt 


OTTAWA.  Dec.  16. — The  unem- 
ployment policy  of  the  Dominion 
Government  was  announced  today. 
The  substance  of  the  announcement 
is  this: 

The  situation  should  be  met  to  the 
utmost  possible  extent  by  ^providing 
work  instead  of  relief,  but  should 
emergency  relief  measures  become 
necessary  by  reason  of  utterly  un- 
avoidable shortage  of  employment, 
the  Federal  Government  will  be  will- 
ing to  co-operate   on   terms  stated. 

The  announcement  of  Government 
policy  is  embodied  In  a  letter  ad- 
dressed by  Senator  Robertson,  Federal 
Minister  of  Labor,  to  Hon.  Walter 
Ftollo,  Minister  of  Labor  for  On- 
tario. A  copy  of  the  letter  was  to- 
day handed  to  C.  G.  Macnclll,  Domin- 
ion secretary-treasurer  of  the  G.W. 
V.A.,  as  Indicating  "the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment's attlture  toward  any  policy 
in  connection  with  unemployment." 

The  letter  to  Mr.  Kollo  emphasizes 
that  the  situation  should  bo  met  to 
the  utmost  possible  extent  by  a  pro- 
vision of  work  instead  of  a  provision 
of  relief.  It  is  stated  that  the  Fed- 
eral Government  is  doing,  and  will 
continue  to  do  the  utmost  within  its 
power  consistent  with  the  authority 
granted   it  by  parliament. 

"Should,  however,"  the  letter  pro- 
ceeds, "emergency  relief  measures 
become  necessary  by  reason  of  utter- 
ly unavoidable  shortage  of  employ- 
ment the  Federal  Government  Is  will- 
ing to  co-operate  on  the  following 
basis: 

"The  organization  for  determining 
where  relief  must  go  and  for  dis- 
tributing the  same  shall  be  provided 
by  the  municipal  authorities,  and  in 
each  case  before  relief  is  given,  and 
as  relief  is  continued,  a  certificate 
must  be  obtained  from  the  Govern- 
ment employment  service,  showing 
that  the  applicant  cannot  be  given 
employment.  The  general  system  and 
details  and  the  safeguards  adopted 
must  be  approved  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Federal  Government.  If  this 
is  done,  the  Federal  Government  is 
willing  to  contribute  in  places  where 
relief  on  any  substantial  scale  ap- 
pears to  be  necessary  one-third  of 
the  amount  actually  disbursed  on 
this  relief,  provided  the  other  two- 
thirds  is  either  paid  by  the  muni- 
cipality or  paid  by  the  municipality 
and   the   province  Jointly. 

"In  this  connection  I  may  again 
emphasize  that  In  normal  times 
these  problems  are  dealt  with  wholly 
locally.  The  Government  of  Canada, 
however,  under  present  circumstances, 
feels  justified  in  co-operating  to  the 
extent  set  out  above.  It  is  in  some 
degree  correct  that  the  numbers  of 
the  unemployed  at  the  present  time 
are  Increased  by  reason  of  the  gen- 
eral contraction  in  industrial  activity 
following  upon  a  period  of  abnormal 
prices   during  the   war. 

"Under  extraordinary  olrcumstances 
the  Federal  Government  has  co- 
operated as  well  at  other  times  in 
the  provision  of  relief,  notably  in  re- 
spect of  those  in  need  on  account  of 
drought  conditions  In  portions  of 
Western  Canada.  In  such  caaea,  of 
course,  the  local  authorities  have 
Joined  In  the  sharing  of  the  burden."

RAILWAY    11ATE8   AND   BUSINESS 


According  to  testimony  given  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Associated  Boarda  ef 
Trade  of  Vancouver  Island,  the  re- 
cently granted  increaae  in  railway 
rates  has  had  somethfng  very  closely 
approximating  to  a  disastrous  effect 
upon  the  business  of  this  Island.  The 
men  who  addressed  the  meeting  on 
the  subject  of  the  lumber  industry 
wefe  not  tipeaking  at  random;  they 
are  speciallata  in  the  business,  and 
l heir  statements  are  confirmed  by  an- 
nouncement that  one  of  the  principal 
mills  of  this  city  will  close  down  im- 
medlately,  while  othera  in  different 
and  divergent  sections  of  the  Island 
already  have  ceased  operations.  Lum- 
bering is  one  of  the  basic  industries 
of  this  district,  and  •  anything  that 
affects  it  adversely  must  have  sweep- 
ing effect  upon  the  general  business 
of  the  community. 

This  condition  of  affairs  substan- 
tiates the  -charge  that  the  Board  of 
Hallway  Commissioners  of  Canada 
did  not  give  sufficient  thought  to  the 
subject  of  railway  rate  increases 
when  the  matter  wu»  placed  hefore 
them  for  consideration.  They  were 
Impatient,  too.  with  witnesses  who 
foresaw  the  possibilities  of  precipitate 
action  and  were  familiar  With  the 
ramifications  of  general  trade  and 
anticipated  the  effect  of  the  imposi- 
tion of  an  unreasonable  burden  upon 
it.  The  chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr. 
F.  B.  Carvell,  la  a  lawyer  by  profes- 
sion, and  Inclined  to  be  headstrong 
and  arbitrary  In  hi*  actions.  Expert* 
in  business  realised  that  there  was  an 
ultimate  point  beyond  which  It  would 
be  unwise  to  proceed  In  Imposing 
taxes  upon  industry  in  Canada;  that 
it  is  still  true  that  the  last  straw  may 
break  the  back  of  the  camel.  Mr. 
Carvell  would  not  listen  to  the  coun- 
sel of  men  who  had  larger  experience 
in  business  than  he  had.  The  rail- 
ways— or  some  of  the  railways — 
needed  greater  revenues,  and  he  dog- 
matically decreed  that  they  should 
have  the  object  of  their  desires.  The 
result,  almost  immediately  observ- 
able, was  that  traffic  began  to  decline. 
People  ceased  from  travelling,  except 
In  so  far  as  travelling  was  absolutely 
necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
business.  Freights  began  to  fall  off 
In  volume.  Some  of  them,  like  the 
lumber  business,  have  ceased  almost 
entirely.  The  experience  of  the  rail- 
ways has  been  that  of  institutions  in 
other,  lines  of  business.  The  public 
la  tolerant  of  high  charges  up  to  a 
certain  point;  then  It  ceases  from 
buying  anything  except  absolute 
necessities. 

It  Is  quite  possible  that  at  the  time 
the  railways  t  were  granted  increases 
in  their  freight  and  passenger  rates 
business  in  general  had  reached  the 
point  at  which  it  was  bound  to  recede 
owing  to  circumstances  which  were 
inevitable  and  uncontrollable.  The 
process  of  readjustment  after  the 
boom  created  by  the  war  may  have 
been  about  to  begin.  Nevertheless 
the  chances  are  that  the  imposition 
of  high  freight  rates  at  such  a  time 
aggravated  conditions.  Certainly  the 
fact  that  so  many  lumber  mills  oper- 
ating on  Vancouver  Island,  the  centre 
of  the  industry  in  Canada,  bears  the 
construction  that  conditions  would 
have  been  much  more  tolerable  from 
a  business  point  of  view  and  much 
more  favorable  upon  the  finances  of 
the  railways  had  wise  counsel  not 
been  so  dogmatically  swept  aside  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Railway  Com- 
mission.

NAVAL  POLICIES 


A  correspondent  of  The  Vancouver 
Province  inveighs  In  a  somewhat  bit- 
ter spirit  against  the  naval  policy  of 
Canada.  We  do  not  know  that 
Canada  has  any  naval  policy  as 
yet;  we  do  admit  that  there  has 
been  some  bitter  opposition  -to  the 
adoption  of  a  naval  policy  of  any 
kind.  It  has  come  chiefly  from  the 
leaders  and  followers  of  men  who 
dwell  far  from  the  sea  and  deliber- 
ately shut  their  eyes  to  facts  which 
are  palpable  to  men  w*ho  have  travel- 
led farther  and  have  had  their  under- 
standing broadened  thereby.  The 
leaders  of  the  agrarian  group  which 
has  met  with  some  successes  In  pub- 
lic life  of  late  are  quite  confident  that 
Canada'  is  secure  from  any  possible 
aggression  by  sea  or  land.  They  per- 
ceive no  necessity  for  defensive  mea- 
sures of  any  kind.  They  declare  that 
the  spirit  of  militarism  was  com- 
pletely annihilated  by  the  result*  of 
the  war;  that  men  have  become 
docITe  and  lamb-Ilk*  in  spirit  and  no 
longer  covet,  in  a  large  sense,  the 
possessions  of  their  neighbors.  True, 
events  in  Russia,  which  they  once  re- 
garded as  a  forerunner  and  precursor 
of  a  political  and  industrial  millen- 
nium, may  have  affected  this  dream- 
like delusion;  if  it  has,  there  has  been 
no  confession  of  it.  They  are .  not 
humiliated,  as  The  Province  correal 
pondent  appears  to  be,  by  Canadian 
acceptance  of  the  "nucleus  of  a  navy" 
from  the  British  Government.  They 
would  tfiject  even  that,  chiefly  because 
it  will  Involve .  the  expense  of  the 
maintenance  of  a  few  ships.  They 
would  prefer  anything  to  that,  even 
reliance  upon  a  nebulous,  intangible 
thing  such  as  the  Monroe  Doctrine. 

But  there  Is  yet  some  hope  that 
Canada  may  have  a  naval  policy, 
even  as  Australia  and  New  Zealand, 
Inferior  in  population  and  resources 
to  Canada,  but  too  proud  to  sponge 
upon  an  overburdened  Mother,  have 
their  naval  policies.  The  agrarian 
leaders,  with  their  followers  from  In- 
land points,  may  yet  have  light  and 
truth  admitted  to  their  understand- 
ing. All  the  partners  In  the  organi- 
sation known  as  the  British  Empire 
are  going  to  meet  and  deliberate  upon 
the  subject  some  day,  when  a  definite 
policy  will  be  announced,  and  we  trust 
that  Canada  will  not  be  the  solitary 
opponent  of  any  scheme  that  may  be 
suggested. 
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The  United  States  Is  btg  enough 
and  \ia  political  affairs  are  surely 
complicated  enough  to  require  the 
undivided  attention  of  all  its  elected 
statesmen.  Although  the  nation  a* 
a  whole  refuses  to  become  Involved 
in  the  turmoil  of  European  politics, 
individual  politicians  cannot  resist 
the  temptation  rof  giving  advice  by 
resolution  or  otherwise  to  the  men 
who  have  been  chosen  to  administer 
the .  national  affairs  of  certain  Euro- 
pean countries.  Statesmen  of  the  re- 
public often  have  boasted  of  the 
facility  with  which  the  nation  bolts 
and  assimilates  the  heterogeneous 
elements  which  flock  to  its  shores  to 
enjoy  the  freedom  which  Is  alleged 
to  exist  in  no  other  land.  Yet  there 
are  multitudes  of  people  across  the 
border  who  call  themselves  Ameri- 
cans In  a  qualified  degreer  The  Ger- 
man-Americans are  possibly  the  most 
abundant,  and  the  efforts  they  made 
to  provoke  discord  and  trouble  during 
the  war — and  had  to  bo  incontinently 
suppressed — are  matters  of  history. 
Being  free  to  engage  In  their  favorite 
pursuit  again,  they  are  not  idle,  and 
have  been  Joined  In  their  campaign 
by  others  who  harbor  In  their  breasts 
what  they  Relieve  to  be  grievances 
agajnst  one  particular  European 
country.  Naturally  In  these  days  of 
"triumphant  democracy"  such  per- 
sons must  be  encouraged  In  their 
courses.     They  bar*  rotes.    _

HAS  SECRET  ENEMIES 


Veterans  Claim  Hidden  Forces 
in  City  Are  Working  Against 
Yard  —  Fear  Fourth  -Ship 
May  Not  Be  Built 


That  unknown  forces  or*  working 
In  the  city  with  the  object  of  bringing 
about  the  downfall  of  the  Cholberg 
Shipyard  an  a  private  enterprise  was 
the  claim  <i  advanced  at  last  night's 
meeting  of  the  Veterans  of  France. 
Statements  were  made  that  it  is  a 
matter  of  doubt  whether  the  fourth 
■hip  called  for  by  the  contract  will 
bo  begun,  as  the  three  now  under 
construction  are  alleged  to  be  cost- 
ing more  than  the  contract  price.  Re- 
gardless of  that  it  was  felt  by  the 
meeting  that  the  work  should  be  pro- 
ceeded with  in  the  Interests  of  the  un- 
employment situation  in  the  city, 
with  particular  regard  to  the  number 
of  veterans  out  of  work,  the  Cholberg 
Yurd  being  the  only  institution 
pledged  to  employ  veterans  in  large 
numbers. 

The  resolution  reads: 

Whereas  the  unemployment  situ- 
ation in  the  city  of  Victoria  has 
reached  an  acute  stage,  and 

Whereas  the  Cholberg  is  the  only 
large  employer  of  labor  in  the  city 
that  is  bound  by  contract  with  the 
Government  to  employ  a  certain  def- 
inite per  centage  of  returned  soldiers. 
And 

Whereas  the  closing  of  this  yard  or 
the  curtailing  of  its  programme  would 
result  in  a  lurge  number  of  returned 
soldiers  being  thrown  out  of  work  "at 
the  very  worst  season  of  the  year.  And 

Whereas  it  has  been  established 
that  efforts  are  being  made  by  certain 
parties  to  have  the  building  of  the 
fourth  ship  cancelled.     And 

Whereas  the   need  for  work  of  this

kind  was  never  greater  in  the  history 
of  the  city.     Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  this  association 
wishes  to  go  on  record  as  ready  to  do 
its  utmost  to  combat  any  such  propa- 
ganda and  the  executive  be  empow- 
ered to  take  any  steps  which  may  be 
necessary  should  developments  call 
for  speedy  action.     And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  copies  of  this  reso- 
lution be  sent  to  the  various  ex-ser- 
vice organisations  in  the  city.  And 
that  they  be  informed  that  we  are 
ready  to  Join  with  them  in  sending  a 
deputation  to  interview  the  Hon.  8. 
F.  Tolmle  on  his  arrival  in  Victoria 
or  in  any  other  steps  that  may  be 
deemed  advisable.

lt  is  no  novelty  for  the  Arion  Club 
to  sing-  to  a  capacity  house.  But  had 
the  hall  at  the  Empress  Hotel  been 
half  as  big  again  It  could  not  have 
held  all  the  would-be  listeners  last 
evening  on  the  occasion  of  their  first 
concert  of  the  season.  The  calibre 
of  the  performance  more  than  Justi- 
fied the  big  audience,  for  the  club 
has  not  been  singing  so  well  for  some 
years,  and  many  times  encorea  were 
demanded.  Prom  the  very  first  last 
night  the  choir  worked  as  a  single 
unit,  and  with  a  spirit  and  enthusi- 
asm which  was  reflected  throughout 
In  their  singing.  There  was  a  nicety 
in  attack,  a  crlspness,  and  a  steadi- 
ness of  rhythm  wh'ch  were  remarked 
by  every  critical  listener,  while  the 
balance  of  the  voices  was  superior  to 
anything  that  the  club  has  shown  for 
sometime.  How  much  of  this  was 
due  to  the  return  of  their  erstwhile 
conductor,  Mr.  B.  Howard  Russell, 
whose  leadership  has  undoubtedly  a 
magnetic  Influence  on  the  choir  over 
whose  destinies  he  presided  for  so 
many  years;  how  much  to  the  read- 
justment of  the  club's  ranks  follow- 
ing the  disorgan  zution  brought  about 
by  the  war,  it  Is  impossible  to  say. 
Suffice  it  that  the  organisation  haa 
never  in  its  long  history  sung  with 
greater  distinction   than   last  evening. 

Work  was  evident  in  every  aspect 
of  the  programme.  Rarely  haa  a 
club  recital  brought  forth  more  In 
the  way  of  pew  composition,  and  yet 
nothing  was  presented  in  slovenly  or 
ill-prepared  form.  For  appealing 
beauty  the  smooth-moving  and  elegiac 
"Silent  Recollection"  (Johannes  Pache 
may  be  mentioned  as  one  of  the  most 
exquisite  numbers  of  the  evening, 
the  richness  of  the  basses  and  the 
melodious  orchestral  accompaniment 
developing  a  lovely  harmony  of  sound 
aa  a  background  for  the  higher 
melody  of  the  tenors.  Very  expres- 
s've  was  "Tho  Dawn."  (William 
Hammond),  which  revealed  lovely 
shading  and  an  unhurried  charm 
which  well  suited  the  sentiment  of 
Longfellow's  words.  There  was 
poetry  In  the  rendering  of  Osgood's 
"From  a  Bygone  Day."  and  bold  at- 
tack and  well-punctuated  pauses  gave 
the  desirable  character  to  the  opening 
and  closing  stanzas  of  Robinson's 
"Bs  8trong."  the  tenor  and  baritone 
solos  In  which  wars  thoughtfully  car- 
ried by  Mr.  G.  H.  Guy  and  Mr.  R.  A.

Mr.  W.  C.  <*ameron,-spccial  valu- 
ator, who  has  been  investigating  the 
question  of  disposal  of  the  city's  pro- 
perty bought  In  at  tnx  sales,  will  sub- 
mit 'aT^feport  to  the  City  Council 
Monday  night,  ho  announced  yester- 
day.        * 

This  report  will  set  a  value  on 
every  one  of  the  687  parcels  of  prop- 
erty that  have  reverted  to  the  city 
as  a  result  of  tax  sales  during  the 
last  two  years.  Although  he  de- 
clined to  give  out  any  information 
that  might .  be  construed  as  antici- 
pating the  report,  Mr.  Cameron 
pointed  out  that  many  of  the  values 
he  had  placed  on  the  property  were 
at  considerable  variance  with  the 
original    assessed    values,      being      in 


some    cases    lower    and      in      others, 
higher. 

As  soon  as  the  report  Is  received 
by  the  Council  It  Is  probable  that 
action  will  be  taken  with  a  view  to 
arranging  for  the  sale  of  this  prop- 
erty. Whether  private  sale  or  auc- 
tion methods  are  to  be  adopted  has 
not  yet  been  determined,  but  In  either 
case  preparations  will  be  made  to 
fully  inform  prospective  buyers  <<r 
the  principal  characteristics  of  the 
property,  and  considerable  advertising 
will  be  done. 

It  has  been  proposed  to  open  the 
sale  in  February,  but  the  question  has 
not  yet  been  settled.

REMAIN  IN  LEGISLATURE 


Conservative  Leader  States  He 
Wants  None  of  Office  of 
Lieut.-Governor —  Not  Re- 
tiring From  Legislative  Work 


"I  hav%  never  considered  accepting 
the  office  of  Lieutenant-Governor." 
stated  Sir.  W.  J.  Bowur.  K.C.,  Con- 
servative leader,  last  night,  when  re- 
ferring to  the  report  intimating  that 
there  is  a  possibility  that  he  may 
succeed  the  late  incumbent  of  the 
office.

Further,  the  Conservative  leader, 
with  rebpect  to  the  statement  in  the 
afternoon  paper  that  after  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature  he  would 
retire  to  private  life,  said  that  there 
is  no  truth  in  the  statement.  He 
has  made  no  .statement  to  anyone 
concerning  his  future.  The  fact  is, 
Mr.  Bowser  said,  the  people  of  Van- 
couver have  Just  re-elected  him  as 
a  representative  in  the  Legislature, 
a  renewal  of  the  confidence  they  have 
reposed  in  him  for  the  past  eighteen 
years',  and  thereby  cast  upon  him  a 
duty  which  he  proposes  to  execute 
to  the  best  of  his  ability  In  the  In- 
terests of  t  hat  riding.  .  So  long  as  he 
can  be  of  service  to  his  own  riding, 
os  well  as  to  the  Province  at  large, 
he  does  not  intend  to  relinquish  his 
legislative  duties,  he  said.

During  the  war  she 
waH  a  faithful  worker  of  {he  Esqui- 
mau Red  Cross,  and  while  residing 
in  this  city  was  a  member  of  the 
Metropolitan  Methodist  Church, 
where  a  host  of  friends  will  regret  her 
untimely  death. 


PRODUCTION  COST 

OF  BREAD  DECREASES 

OTTAWA.  Dec.  16.—  The  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics'  report  on  the 
cost  of  production  of  bread  for  the 
Dominion,  covering  the  month  of 
October,  shows  thp  average  cost  of 
flour  used  In  October  to  have  been 
$12.42  a  barrel,  an  average  decrease 
of  practically  one  dollar  a  barrel 
from  September  prices.  This  de- 
crease in  the  cost  of  flour.  when 
supplemented  by  sUnlit  decreases  in 
the  cost  Of  ingredients,  baking  and 
delivery,  works  out  the  substantial 
reduction   of   one   cent  a    pound. 

The  average  cost  per  pound  for  the 
Dominion  for  October  was  eight 
cents.  As  to  cost  in  different  cities, 
the  following  is  the  standing,  begin- 
ning at  the  highest,  namely:  Calgary. 
Toronto,  Edmonton.  St.  John,  Van- 
couver. St.  Catharines,  Montreal, 
'Hamilton.  Ottawa,  Quebec  and  Belle- 
ville. 

.  A  number  of  the  bakers  through- 
out the  Dominion  have  lowered  the 
price  of  bread  in  lino  with  Novem- 
ber flour  prices,  though  still  lower 
rr.tes  may  be  expected  on  the  pres- 
ent basis  of  floor,  costs. 


TO  BE  DYSPEPTIC 

IS  TO  BE  MISERABLE 


HOLD  CONFERENCE  ON 
ESQUIMALT  PAVING 


Mayor  Porter  and  City  En- 
gineer Walt  on  Premier  and 
Minister  of  Public  Works- 
No  Assurance  Giveji  Yet 


It  Is  unlikely  that,  the  Provincial 
Government  will  give  substantial  as- 
sistance to  the  city  in  paving  the 
Esquimau  Road  without  first  being 
authorized  to  do  so  by  legislative  ac- 
tion. Hon.  J.  H.  King.  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  told  Mayor  Robert  J. 
Porter  at  a  conference  .  yesterday 
afternoon. 

Both  Premier  Oliver  and  Dr.  King 
heard  the  arguments  of  Mayor  Por- 
ter, who  was  supported  by  City  En- 
gineer V.  M.  Preston,  but  Mr.  Oliver 
withdrew  prior  to  the  termination  of 
the  meeting.  Dr.  King  said  he  could 
not  commit  himself  definitely  until 
after  he  had  been  afforded  an  oppor- 
tunity of  talking  the  matter  over  with 
the  Premier  again.  He  said  he  would 
notify  Mayor  Porter  of  the  Govern- 
ment's attitude  within  two  or  three 
days. 

According  to  Mayor  Porter,  Dr. 
King  personally  seemed  favorable  to 
extending  the  assistance  urged  by  the 
city,  but  he  had  shown  reluctance  to 
set  any  precedent  here.  He  had 
made  it  clear  that  the  Government 
would  feel  obliged  to  give  the  as- 
sistance required  if  it  could  be  shown 
that  the  value  of  the  Government's 
Songhees  Reserve  property  would  be 
Increased  accordingly  by  this  im- 
provement. 

Some  time  ago  the  Government  ex- 
pressed willingness  to  pay  its  share 
for  the  work  If  it  could  be  carried 
out  as  a  local  improvement,  but  the 
city  later  had  to  abandon  this  plan, 
as  private  property  owners  showed  an 
unwillingness    to    go    to    the    expense. 


An  estimate  of  the  cost  of  laying  an 
asphaltfc  concrete  surface  from  Point 
Elllce  Bridge  to  Catherine  Street  was 
prepared,  setting  $12,000  as  an  ap- 
proximate figure.  The  city  asked  the 
Government  to  shoulder  $4,000  of 
this  on  account  of  the  Governments 
ownership  of  so  much  land  on  both 
sides  of  the  road.  This  proposal  was 
put  before  Premier  Oliver  shortly  be- 
fore the  election,  and  he  declined  to 
offer  more  than  $2,000  for  the '  pur- 
pose. The  city  objected  to  bearing 
such  a  heavy  share  of  the  burden, 
and  Mayor  Porter  was  asked  by  the 
Council  last  Monday  to  again  wait  on 
the    Premier   and    Dr.    King.

Councillor  Terrell,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Saanich  Council  yesterday  after- 
noon, took  exception  to  a  statement 
reported  to  have  been  made  at  a 
meeting  in  ,Ward  Five  to  the  effect 
that  the  spending  of  $1,900  on  Lilen- 
kinsop  Road,  instead  of  the  estimat- 
ed $1,200.  was  an  example  of  the 
waste  going  on  in  the  municipality. 
Councillor  Terrell  read  the  following 
from  The  Dally  Times:  "Mr.  Pirn 
warmly  criticized  Iload  Superinten- 
dent Girling  and  when  asked  by  Mr. 
Pimlott  as  to  whether  he  personally 
knew  of  where  money  had  been  wr.st- 
ed.  Councillor  Pirn  cited  Blenklnsop 
Road,  claiming  the  intimated  cost  of 
$1,200  had  been  exceeded,  the  final 
cost  being  $1,900.-' 

Councillor  Terrell  waxed  warm  in 
speaking  of  Councillor  Pirn's  alleged 
statement.  He  claimed  that  Council- 
lor Plm  had  not  acted  fairly  In  critl- 
cl?lng  on  a  public  platform  an 
official  who  had  no  chance  to 
reply.  The  place  to  make  any 
such  criticism  was  around  the 
Council  board,  he  said.  The  road 
superintendent  had  acted  upon  his 
Instructions  In  exceeding  the  estimat- 
ed amount  and  was  in  no  way  to 
blame  for  the  additional  expenditure. 
Councillor  Terrell  defended  the  spend- 
ing of  $1,900  on  the  grounds  that 
$1,200  would  not  have  been  adequate. 
He  had  found  Blenklnsop  Road  cov- 
ered with  water  and  he  had  made  a 
good  highway  out  of  It.  If  he  did 
nothing  else  during  his  councillorshlp 
he  would  be  satisfied  with  that  job. 
It  was  unpardonable  to  say  that  the 
money  was  wasted. 

Councillor  Pirn  replied  to  Councillor 
Terrell  that  when  asked  whether  any 
money  hnd  been  wasted  he  had  said 
that  he  didn't  know  whether  it  \v>s 
wasted  In  the  case  of  the  Hlenkinsop 
Road  hut  the  estimate  had  been  $1,200 
and  the  expenditure  $1,900. 

Councillor  Clack  remarked  that  the 
residents  along  Dlenkinsop  Rood  had 
claimed  the  road  was  in  a  shocking 
state  and  too  much  money  had  been 
spent  upon  It.  Councillor  Terrell  re- 
taliated with  evidence  of  other  resi- 
dents to  the  contrary-  The  meeting 
adjourned  before  the  discussion  went 
further.

The  roast  Routa  and  the  Terminus — There  has  been  considerable  talk  within 
the  past  few  days  respecting  tho  Coast- Rlteena  route  to  the.  new  KOldflelds  of 
Omlneoa.  and  there  are  tho«e  In  this  community  who  appear  to' entertain  the  Idea 
that  It  will  lake  precedence  over  the  Fraaer  Klver  route  next  season.  Wltho.tt 
pretending  to  pronounce  an  opinion  one  way  or  the  other  concerning  the  retaUve 
merits  of  these  two  routes,  we  arc  greatly  disposed  to  think  that  the  settled 
Interests  and  the  established  means  of  conveyance  existing  on  the  known  route 
must  long  continue  to  give  It  an  immense  advantage  over  what  we  may,  perhaps, 
be  permitted  to  designate  as  the  unknown  route.'  Be  this  as  It  may.  it  can 
hardly  escape  the  reader's  reflection  that  In  proportion  to  the  Importance  of  the 
coast  routa.  It  must  exert  an  Influnnoe  In  favor  of  Esquimau  as  the  terminus  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway.

Last  night  a  public  celebration  in 
commemoration  of  the  arrival  in 
America  of  the  .Pilgrim  Fathers  w.ia 
held  in  the  Congregational  Church. 
The  formal  celebration  will  not  bo 
observed  until  next  week  in  the 
Stales,  while  England  and  Holland 
held  their  celebrations  during  the 
Fall. 

Jtev.  Mr.  Stevenson  took  a  leading 
part,  in  securing  the  local  function, 
which  wan  augmented  by  several  ex- 
cellent addresses  given  by  the  Hon. 
John  Oliver,  Hon.  J.  W.  de  B.  Farrls, 
Rev.  Mr.  Spencc  and  Rev.  William 
Stevenson. 

A  very  enthusiastic  audience  wai 
present,  representative  of  various  re- 
ligious and  secular  bodies  of  Vic- 
toria. The  Premier  spoke  most  high- 
ly of  the  spirit  which  animated  the 
Pilgrim  Fathers  when  they  started 
forth  from  their  native  shores,  and 
the  willingness  with  which  they  shar- 
ed their  many  trials,  as  well  as  their 
Joys.  It  is  thin  wonderful  spirit  of 
brotherllness,  he  continued,  that  is 
wanted  today  in  our  present'  lives, 
especially  with  the  sufferings  which 
unemployment  will  bring  to  this 
Province  this  Winter. 

The  address  given  by  the  Attorney- 
General  was  masterly,  Intensely  stir- 
ring, and  received  with  great  atten- 
tion by  the  audience.  "The  England 
of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers"  was  the  title 
he  bestowed  upon  his  speech,  which 
lasted  only  a  few  minutes,  and  in 
which  he  pointed  out  that  the  Puritan 
movement  in  England  was  partly  re- 
ligioua  and  partly  political.  It  ws 
the  outcome  of  conflicting  conditions 
of  the  peopled  England  at  that  time 
for  religious  liberty,  and  In  course  of 
time  developed  Into  a  political  move- 
ment. The  Puritans  are  represented 
as  being  narrow  minded  this,  how- 
ever, was  a  later  phase,  as  originally 
they  were  animated  with  a  spirit  of 
pure  religion.  The  prevailing  con- 
ditions of  France  were  touched  upon, 
how  France  was  making  discoveries 
in  literary  activities  and  mind  de- 
velopment, which  was  also  the  case 
in   England. 

Rev.  W.-D.  Spence  spoke  on  those 
who  composed  the  Mayflower  com- 
pany, and  gave  a  decidely  interesting 
account;  this  was  followed  by  Rev. 
William  Stevenson's  address  on  the 
Debt  Owed  to  the  Pilgrim  Fathers, 
which,  he  pointed  out.  could  be  ap- 
preciated in  the  political  and  religious 
freedom  of  the  day.  When  the  Pil- 
grims settled  In  Massachusetts  it  was 
decided  that  government  should  be 
by  the  majority.  They  also  Instituted 
self-government,  and  the  right  of  a 
citizen  to  the  franchise,  in  addition 
to  the  freedom  of  speech.  Sir  James 
Rryce,  continued  the  speaker,  relates 
the  greatest  thing  they  brought  to 
this  country  was  the  spirit  of  deter- 
mination and  endurance  in  the  strug- 
gle for  human  liberty,  and  this  should 
inspire  the  work  which  we,  as  a  later 
generation,   are   carrying   on. 

The  meeting  was  then  brought  to 
a  close,  after  an  instructive  and  in- 
tensely interesting  evening.

Some      Assort      Brennan's      Showing 

Proves  Dempsey  a  Better  Fighter 

—Others  Hold  to  Opposite 

It's  funny  how  different  men  will 
ti'kc  the  same  fact,  or  set  of  facts, 
•nd  use  them  to  try  and  prove  the 
correctness  of  exactly  opposite  asser- 
tions of  opinion. 

Take  this  Dempsey-Brennan  glad- 
iatorial exhibition,  staged  for  vast 
chunks  of  wealth  and  watched  and 
gloated  over  by  hundreds  of  society 
women  as  well  as  man  of  all  sorts, 
from  the  prominent  business  man  to 
the  down-and-out  fight  game  hang* 
er-on.  Brennan  stayed  nearly  twelve 
rounds  with  the  champion,  showlug. 
If  the  flght  was  on  the  square,  and 
there  is  no  suggestion  that  It  was 
otherwise,  that  Dempsey  is  not  the 
sat-'em-alive-oh  one  round  man- 
killer  that  it  is  part  of  his  gams  to 
make  his  opponents  all  think  he  is 
before  ho  gets  them  into  the  ring. 

Brennan,  having  kepf  the  cham- 
pion occupied  for  35  minutes,  con- 
siderably  longer  than   any   other     of 


his  opponents  has  ever  done  before, 
up  rises  one  scribe  to  point  out  that 
Dempsey  cannot  bo  as  Invincible  a 
fighter  as  he  has  been  supposed,  and 
simultaneously  up  rises  another 
scribe  to  remark  that  Dempsey  must 
be  a  much  better  fighter  than  he  was 
supposed  to  be,  as  he  has  shown  his 
ability  to  go  a  longer  route  than  Just 
the  three  rounds  within  which  he 
has  been  accustomed  to  knock  ou; 
ah  and  sundry  his  opponents.  "You 
pays  your  money  and  you  takes  your 
choice."  Meanwhile,  there  are  not  a 
few  close  observers  of  the  fight  game 
who  have  strengthened  in  their  re- 
solve to  have  a  little  bit  on  the 
Frenchman  when  he  gets  into  the 
ring  with  Jack  the  Terrible.  Oeorgea 
has  shown  unmistakably  that  he  ie 
not  afraid  of  anything,  not  even 
shrapnel  and  high  explosives.  As  f  .r 
Dempsey,  well,  maybe  even  Jess  WU- 
lard,  once  a  hero,  now  a  despised 
has-been,  is  not  altogether  wrong 
when  he  says,  referring  to  the  man 
who  put  him  In  tho  discard,  "This 
bird  gets  the  breaks.  He  has  gotten 
a  good  many."  Wlllard  won  hia, 
championship  in  more  easy  fashion 
than  any  of  his  predecessors,  and  the 
fact  that  ho  was  such  a  soft  and  easy 
mark  for  Dempsey  has  boosted  the 
latter's  stock  in  all  probability  to  an 
unwarranted  extent. 

Dempsey  admits  he  found  Bill 
Brennan  a  hard  man  to  hit  properly. 
The  chances  are  he  will  find  the 
gorgeous  Georges  sven  more  elusive. 
It's  all  nonsense  for  the  American 
snort  writers  to  Insist,  as  the/'  have 
been  doing  all  along,  that  Carpentlcr 
has  no  chance,  and  that  It  is  the  next 
thing  to  homicide  to  put  him  In  the 
ring  with  Dempsey.  None  of  them 
conceded  Corbett  a  chance  against 
their  ancient  idol,  the  great  "John 
L,"  but  John  L.'s  glowering  had  no 
hypnotic  effect  on  Corbett,  and  he 
accomplished  the  unexpected.  The 
cases  are  not  quits  parallel,  as  Sul- 
livan was  on  the  down  grade  then 
owing  to  dissipation,  but  Corbett^ 
victory  went  to  show  that,  even  when 
the  prophets  are  unanimous,  they  are 
not  necessarily  right.

FOOTBALL  FAULTS 


English  Writer  Points  Out  That 
Aggregation  of  Individual 
Stars  Does  Not  Always 
Make  a  Winning  Team 


Players  not  less  than  their  critics 
have  a  very  clear  idea  of  the.  qualities 
which    constitute    perfect    football. 

They  know,  for  example,  that  it  Is 
better  to  shoot  straight  than  kick 
wide,  better  to  trap  a  pass  thsn  to 
miss  a  pass,  bstter  to  ba  cool  and  ac- 
curate when  pressed  by  half  a  dozen 
opponents  than  to  be  flurried  and 
hurried. 

In  brief,  they  understand  exactly 
the  things  they  ought  to  do.  The 
difficulty  Is  to  do  them. 

It  Is  not  for  want  of  trying  that 
forwards  fail  to  reach  the  level  of 
O.  O.  Smith.  Tha  ideal  after  which 
they  strive  eludes  them  because  of 
certain  physical  shortcomings,  or  be. 
cause  of  certain  limitations  of  head 
and    heart. 

But  although  there  fa  a  fixed  line 
which  genius  alone  can  pass,  there 
are  many  faults  In  present  day  foot- 
ball that  should  not  be  regarded  as 
Inevitable.  Chiefly  they  are  collective 
team  faults  as  distlnot  from  Individual 
faults. 

Several  teams  stand  low  In  tha 
Leugue  tables  for  reason*  that  are  by 
no  means  obvious.  Considered  man 
for  man,  they  are  strong:  elevens. 
Every  player  has  a  big  reputation, 
and  there  has  been  nothing  to  suggest 
that  Individually  they  are  playing  be. 
low  the  form  that  hss  made  them 
famous — that  may  hsve  brought  them 
International  caps.  Tet  when  placed 
together  on  (he  field  they  sre  ineffec- 
tive. The  Imposing  names  are  there, 
but  not  the  goals  and  the  victories. 
Lack  of  System. 

"Lack  of  combination"  Is  the  ready- 
made  explanation  for  the  collective 
failure  of  a  set  of  brilliant  Indivi- 
dual*; but  a  aa  rule  "lack  of  system" 
would  be  a  more  correct  explanation. 

Most  of  the  teams  who  persistently 
fall  for  reasons  obscure  to  the  casual 
observer  sre  weak  because  they  are 
like  a  political  party  without  a  settled 
policy. 

It  is  common  to  sea  three  separate 
and  distinct  methods  of  football  em- 
ployed by  different  units  of  one  side. 
The  Scotch  game,  the  English  gsme. 
the  Welsh  game,  and  perhapa  a  game 


that  comes  into  no  particular  cate- 
gory are  found  on  one  eleven.  And, 
like  oil  and  vinegar,  it  is  impossible 
for  them  to  mJx. 

Many  clubs  have  proved  that  It  Is 
possible  to  rise  superior  to  the  cos- 
mopolitan character  of  their  constitu- 
tion. They  have  their  fixed  system 
of  play  and  their  unchanging  tradi- 
tions. 

For  many  years  people  spoke  of  the 
Corinthian  style,  and  the  term  had  a 
very  definite  meaning.  The  team 
changed  In  personnel;  one  genera- 
tion succeeded  another;  but  the  style 
remained.  > 

And  today  people  flock  to  see  As- 
ton Villa,  knowing  that  a  particular 
character  of  play  will  be  presented 
to  them — a  character  of  play  familiar 
and  successful  for  many  decades. 
New  players  have  been  acquired  and 
they  have  speedily  been  molded  to 
the   Villa  method. 

Folic*  Carried  On. 

Tottenham  Hotspur  are  another 
side  whose  football  hss  become  dis- 
tinctly their  ow*.  A  certain  policy 
was  definitely  set  and  newcomers 
carry  it  on. 

In  sharp  and  doleful  contrast  stand 
such  a  team  as  Chelsea,  who  never 
seem  settled,  whose  whole  character 
may  be  changed  by  the  change  of 
two  or  three  players. 

What  is  the  remedy?  Probably  a 
broader  and  most  intellectual  system 
of  'training. 

Training  ss  it  Is  conceived  by  most 
League'  clubs  today  means  only  tha 
training  of  the  body,  it  alms  only  te 
harden,  to  Increase  speed,  to  Improve 
staying  power.  Only  when  the  tactics 
are  taught,  a  plan  of  campaign 
mapped  eut  by  a  guiding  brain,  the 
"head"  side  of  football  developed  aa 
well  as  the  leg  side,  shall  we  eeass 
to  sae  eleven  units  Individually  ex- 
cellent, prove  collectively  impotent.— 
H.J.,  in  The  Dally  Mall.

Tbe  second  in  the  scries  of  auto- 
biographical articles  being  contrib- 
uted by  Mr.  Watkin  Mills  to  the 
Manitoba  Free  1'ress  has  Just  been 
published.  Thia  deals  with  the  great 
old  English  basso's  years  of  big  suc- 
cesses on  the  concert  platform,  and 
makes  an  intensely  interesting  suc- 
cessor to  the  first  story,  which  was 
reproduced  a  few  days  ago  in  these 
columns.  * 

The  most  memorable  of  any  new 
work  in  my  experience  was  the  pro- 
duction at  Leeds  festival  in  1388  of 
Sir  Arthur  Sullivan's*"  greatest  and 
most  beautiful  cantata  "The  Golden 
Legend."  (then  Longfellow's  poem), 
(performed,  by  the  way,  by  the 
Handel  choir  of  this  city  on  two  oc- 
casions In  recent  years),  when  the 
artists  included  Madame  Albanl,  Ma- 
dame Patey,  Mr.  Edward  Lloyd  and 
myself.  The  scene  at  the  close  of  the 
performance  was  a  never-to-bo-for- 
gotten one,  the  audience,  which  in- 
cluded the  Prince  of  Wales,  tbe  late 
King  Edward,  and  Queen  Alexander, 
rose  en  masse,  the  soloists,  chorus 
and  orchestra  included,  all  united  In 
tremendous  shouts  of  applause  to  tbe 
gifted  composer,  and  Sir  Arthur,  al- 
most overcome  with  emotion,  was 
eventually  allowed  to  briefly  express 
his  grateful  thanks  to  the  brilliant 
asHembly,  warmly  finishing  up  with, 
heart-felt  praise  to  the  soloists,  chor- 
us and  orchestra  for  the  splendid 
rendering  his  work  had  received. 
The  "Legend"  was  acclaimed  by  mu- 
sicians, press  and  the  musical  public 
to  be  the  greatest  production  of  any 
English  composer  for  many  decades.

and  had  a  wonderful  "run"  for  sev- 
eral years.  For  all  these  pectorm- 
ances  Sir  Arthur  Insisted  on  selecting 
the  soloists,  and  I  had  the  honor  and 
good  fortune  to  be  the  "Lucifer"  at 
most  of  these  performances.  Indeed, 
I  used  to  say  that  the  "Golden  Le- 
gend" was  a  "Golden  Treasury"  to 
me!  I  must  not  omit  to  mention  a 
"command"  performance  by  the  Roy- 
al Choral  Society  at  the  Royal  Albert 
Hall,  when'  Queen  Victoria,  the  Prince 
and  Princess  of  Wales  and  all  the 
royal  family  atended.  The  appear- 
ance of  the  huge  hall,  crowded  with 
ten  thousand  people,  many  of  whom, 
of  course,  were  in  court  dress,  was 
the  most  imposing  Bight  of  my  exper- 
ience.. After  the  performance,  we, 
Sir  Arthur  Sullivan,  Sir  Joseph  Darn- 
by  (the  conductor),  Mdme.  Albanl. 
Mdme.  Patey,  Mr.  Edward  Lloyd,  Sir 
John  Stalner  (organist),  and  myself 
were  presented  to  Her  Majesty,  who 
warmly  congratulated  the  composer. 
Sir  Arthur,  arm  graciously  compli- 
mented us  all  for  the  pleasure  we  hid 
given'  her.  \

Cowen's  "Ruth"  etc.,  etc.  I  also  had 
the  honor  of  singing  the  bass  solos  In 
Gounod's  "Mors  et'Vita"  (Death  and 
Life),  when  it  was  produced  by  the 
Royal   Choral    society. 

Among  the  many  concert  tours  I 
have  taken  In  the  Old  Land  none  gave 
me  greater  pleasure  than  that  with 
Madame  Adellna  Pattl.  Although  I 
had  frequently  heard  "The  Queen  of 
Song"  I  had  not  previously*  met  her. 
We  soon  became  the  best  of'  friends, 
and  after  the  first  few  nights  she  in- 
variably came  to  tho  rear  of  the  plat- 
form to  listen  to  my  efforts,  and 
would  applaud  vigorously  with  the 
audience,  always  giving  me  kind 
words  of  congratulation,  etc.,  .which, 
of  course,  I  highly  prized  and  greatly 
appreciated.  At  the  conclusion  of  this 
most  pleasant  tour  at  Nottingham, 
she  invited  me  to  a  farewell  supper, 
and  two  hours  after  midnight  wished 
me  an  affectionate  good-bye.  finishing 
up  with  a  brace  of  kisses  in  quite  tne 
continental  manner,  one  on  each 
cheek.  I  felt  reluctant  to  wash  my 
lace  for  days  afterwards! 

Some  few  years  since  I  had  the 
great  pleasure  of  meeting  and  sing- 
ing with  Madame,  now  Dame  Melba, 
at  Portland,  Maine,  U.S.A.  when,  of 
course,  the  city  "hall  was  packed  with 
a  delighted  and  enthusiastic  audience. 
We,  the  party,  had  traveled  from 
Boston  purposely  for  this  special  con- 
cert. We  had  got  well  into  the  pro- 
gramme and  each  artist  had  made 
one  appearance  when  a  man  who  was 
evidently  In  great  distress,  came  to 
.the  artist  room  and  asked  if  someone 
would  P"  to  the  front  and  summon  a 
lady  doctor  who,  he  was  told,  was  in 
the  audience  and  implore  her  to  come 
immediately  to  his  child  who,  he  said, 
was  dangerously  ill.  When  I  told 
Madame  Melba  of  the  poor  man's 
errand  she  at  onoe  said:  "Mr.  Wat- 
kin Mills,  you  are  the  man  to  do 
this,  go  at  once  please,  and  keep  on 
repestlng  the  lady  doctor's  name,  you 
will  be  heard."  Seeing  my  sllgh*  hes- 
itation, for  I  felt  that  some  official 
belonging  to  the  hall  might  be  better 
suited  than  I  to  do  this,  she  fired  up 
and  said.  "Mr.  Mills,  are  you  going? 
If  not,  I  will  go  myself."  Needless 
to  say.  after  this  rebuke,  I  ran  to  the 
stage  and  shouted  the  lady  doctor's 
name  In  double  forts  tones  and  got 
her! 

I  have,  of  course,  sung  scores  of 
times  with  our  Canadian  prima  donna 
Madame  Albanl.  for  we  Invariably 
met  at  the  great  musical  festivals  as 
well  as  st  many  of  the  big  oratorio 
gatherings  both  in  and  out  of  Lon- 
lon,  notably  st  the  Royal  Choral 
society's  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert 
hall,  the  great  triennial  Handel  fes- 
tivals st  the  Crystal,  Palace,  and  oth- 
er big  centres  of  musical  activities. 
Madame  Albanl  has  (for  she  la  hap- 
pily still  living)  a  personality  which 
has  endeared  her  to  all  who  hare 
had  the  privilege  of  meeting  her, 
both  in  pdblic  and  private  life. 
She  always  has  had  kind  and  en- 
couraging words  for  young  artists. 

Another  great  singer  I  hare  often 
sung  with,  and  whose  voice  has  boon 
so  frequently  and  meat  truly  describ- 
ed as  "the  rolce  of  the  century" — T 
refer  to  Madame,  (now  Dame)  Clara 
Butt — is  another  Instance  of  whole-

artists  are  of  this  calibre,  for  hare 
they  not  themselves  been  "through 
the    mill?" 

Then  there  Is  Madame  Ada  Cross- 
ley,  "the  fair  Australian,"  now  re- 
tired, who  next  to  Clara  Butt,  was  the 
most  popular  contralto  of  the  day. 
Her  voice,  though  not  powerful  In  the 
lower  register,  was  of  singular  beauty, 
and  of  mellow  and  sympathetic  quali- 
ty. "Messiah"  music  suited  her  to 
uerfectlon.  We  have  toured  and  surg 
'together  many  times,  snd  there  never 
could  be  a  more  delightful  companion, 
either  on  or  off  the  platform. 

Sir  Charles  Santley,  the  veteran 
baritone  (now  Just  over  ninety).  Ed- 
ward Lloyd,  Ben  Davles,  John  Coatee, 
Robert  Radford,  and  a  host  of  other 
well-known  singers  have  all  been  ray 
friend.  Santley  gave  me  much  en- 
couragement in  my  young  days,  and 
was  one  of  the  first  on  my  return 
from  Italy  to  give  me  good  advice, 
and  it  was' through  bis  recommends-* 
tion  I  appeared  at  the  celebrated 
Covent  Garden  Theatre  promenade 
concerts  in  September,  October,  1886; 
yet  another  case  of  the  kindness  of 
a  great  artist. 

Tho  Savage   Club 

As  a  member  of  this  unique  body 
of  Bohemians  I  have  had  many  de- 
lightful experiences.  Our  Saturday 
night  house  dinners  and  impromptu 
concerts  were  especially  enjoyable, 
the  programme  following  the  dinner 
being  of  a  very  diversified  nature, 
indeed,  on  certain  occasions  It  might 
more  properly  be  called  a  collective 
one,  for  we  certainly  gave  bits  from 
the  best  of  everything,  and  what  a 
cosmopolitan  crowd!  Oar  guests  often 
included  royalty,  for  the  late  King 
Edward  and  our  present  King,  as 
Prince  of  Wales,  were  frequently  our 
honored  guests.  That  grand  old  man, 
Lord  Strathcona,  and  other  notable 
men  often  spent  a  "merry  night" 
with  "Trie  Savages."  and  it  was  al- 
ways a  delight  to  the  artists  present 
to  entertain  them;  indeed,  a  more  ap- 
preciative crowd  of  listeners  could  not 
possibly  be  found  in  the  wide  world. 
It  is  one  great  regret  of  my  life  that 
I  cannot  drop  In  at  the  Savage  club 
on  a  Saurday  night  now. 
Tho  Coronation  Services 

I  had  the  great  honor  and  privilege 
of  singing  at  the  coronation  of  His 
Majesty,  the  late  King  Edward,  and 
of  our  present  King  George.  Pre- 
vious to  the  first-named  I  was  on 
tour  in  Canada  and  the  States,  but 
luckily  returned  Just  in  time  to  ac- 
cept Sir  Frederick  Bridge's  kind  in- 
vitation. The  scene  inside  the  his- 
toric abbey  at  each  ceremony  was 
grand,  Imposing,  and  Impressive  In 
the,  extreme,  and  from  my  position  in 
the  choir  gallery  I  saw  the  actual 
crowning  of  each  king  and  queen. 
The  music  selected  for  these  magni- 
ficent services  was  grand  and  sub- 
lime, most  of  the  anthems,  services 
and  orchestra  numbers  being  especi- 
ally composed  by  many  of  our  best 
English  musicians,  which  Included  Sir 
George  Martin,  Sir  Frederick  Bridge, 
Sir  Edward  Elgar,  Sir  H.  Herbert 
Parry.  Sir  C.  Vllliers  Stanford.  Sir 
Frederick  Cowen.  Dr.  Alcock,  the 
organist  of  chapel  "Royal"  and  also 
deputy  organist  of  the  Abbey,  and 
other  well-known  English  composers, 
and  it  was  one  of  tho  greatest  pleas- 
ures of  my  career  to  have  the  honor 
of  singing  such  glorious  music,  and 
in  company  of  so  many  of  my  fellow 
artists   on    these    historic   occasions. 

As  space  will  not  permit  me  to  ex- 
tend  those     reminiscences     further,   I 


perfrtice  taken  from  that  Interesting 
London  weekly.  "M.A.P.,"  edited  at 
that  timo  by  "Tay  Pay"  O'Connor, 
under  date  July  15th,  1905. 
.."Mr.  Watkin  Mills,  who  Is  &\  pres- 
ent engaged  in  the  delightful  sport 
of  capturing  Western  Australia,  re- 
cently had  a  weird  experience  in  -the 
gold  fields  of  Coolgardie.  The  emi- 
nent basso  and  his  concert  party  went 
one  day,  at  the  invitation  of  an  oblig- 
ing official,  to  look  over  the  Ivanhoe 
mine,  and  while  they  were  down  in 
the  bowels  of  the  earth  it  was  sug- 
gested by  someone  who  knew  the 
miners'  love  for  music,  that  a  song 
or  two  wouldn't  be  amiss.  Mr.  Mills 
struck  up  a  number  from  .'"Flora's 
Holiday,'  and  the  others  Joined  in. 
Several  selections  were  rendered,  and 
the  voices'  carried  along  the  under- 
ground cuttings  in  a  manner  which 
surprised  the  vocalists.  As  soon  as 
the  singing  was  begun  the  miners 
trooped  from  all  directions,  carry- 
ing lights  in  their  hands,  to  the  spot 
where  the  singers  stood,  and  it  was  a 
strange,  uncanny  sight  to  sec  them 
standing  silently  around,  their  be- 
grimed faces  lit  up  in  the  flare  of  a 
hundred  candles,  and  their  bodies 
thrown  Into  the  shadow  of  their  up- 
lifted brawny  arms.  Mr.  Watkin 
Mills  is  a  great  lover  of  humanity, 
and  his  sympathies  with  the  hard- 
working miners,  who  'looked  almost 
spectral  as  they  streamed  softly  from 
the  subterranean  passages,  made  it  a 
real  pleasure  to  him  to  entertain 
them   in   this  way." 

I  will  add*  that  this  "concert  In  a 
gold  mine"  was  the  unexpected  mears  i 
of  well  advertising  my  concert  tour 
throughout  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land, for  the  news  was  immediately 
wired  to  every  city  and"  town  'n 
Australia.

AUSTRALIAN  TRADE 

The  Australian  government  h«a 
taken  steps  to  enable  countries  whose 
currency  has  depreciated  to  trad* 
with  Australia,  according  to  advices 
received  In  New  York  by  Mark  She!- 
don,  Commissioner  for  that  dominion. 

Australia  has  been  collecting  cus- 
toms duties  at  the  mint  par  rate  of 
exchange  based  on  the  value  of  in- 
voices in  the  currency  of  the  country 
where  the  goods  originate.  This,  the 
Commissioner  says,  has  made  It  vir- 
tually impossible  for  certain  countries 
whose  currency  has  depreciated  to 
trade  with  Australia,  because  the  dit- 
ties would  be  too  high.

ADMIRAL  SIMS'  PART 
IN  THE  NAVAL  WAR 

From,  the  :  Editorial   Columns  of 

The  London  Times 


A  few  months  ago  it  might  have 
seemed  a  "biasing  Indiscretion"  for 
an  English  newspaper  to  say  anything 
about  Admiral  81ms  and  the  conduct 
by  America  of  her  share  of  the  naval 
war.  But  the  fierce  controversies 
which  raged  upon  these  matters  be- 
fore the  Presidential  election  appear 
to  have  abated,  or,  at  all  events,  no 
longer  to  excite  the  nation  at  large, 
bo  that  It  may  have  become  possible 
to  express  without  offence  something 
of  what  our  countrymen  have  felt  all 
along  upon  this  subject.  The  great 
public  have  but  one  opinion  upon  it. 
They  know  that  at  the  mor.tnt  when 
the  submarine  danger  was  the  great- 
est, the  American  sailors  Joined  our 
own;  that  from  that  memorable  day 
In  May,  1917,  to  the  end  of  the  war 
these  sailors  and  ours  fought  as  "a 
single  force,  and  that  when  they 
parted  at  the  peace,  they  were  very 
proud  of  each  other.  That  Is  the 
short  history  of  their  fellowship  as  it 
is  firmly  established  in  the  popular 
mind  at  home,  and,  we  fancy,  as  it 
is  not  less  firmly  established  In  the 
popular  mind  across  the  ocean. 

It  is  a  history  with  many  heroes, 
for  every  man  in  that  Joint  fleet  'was 
a  hero,  but  the  American  sailor  who 
is  the  symbol  to  us  of  all  that  won- 
derful time  of  common  effort  and  of 
1  common  victory  Is  Admiral  Sims. 
We  know  what  he  did,  and,  without

That  la  why  the  story  which  he  tells 
of  the  difficulties  and  the  achieve- 
ments of  the  American  sailors  will  be 
4  with  the  deepest  interest  by  thou- 
da  of  Englishmen  who  have  little 
knowledge  of  the  technical  problems 
of  modern  warfare  at  sea.  These  are 
not  the  things  which  will  be  the  first 
concern  of  lay  readers,  fascinating 
and  very  suggestive  though  many  of 
them  are.  What  the  nation  will 
want  to  learn*  is  what  the  American 
sailors  thought  of  their  British  com- 
rades', and  what  was  the  spirit  in 
which  they  worked  together.  The 
answer  is  very  gratifying,  for  It  con- 
firms In  all  respects  what  their  own 
sailors  have  told  them.  Officers  and 
men  of  the  united  fleet  were,  to  use 
the  Immortal  phrase,  "a  band  of 
brothers.''  That  was  what  we  hoped; 
that  was  what  we  expected,  when,  in 
our  darkest  hour,  we  learnt  that  they 
would  soon  be  at  our  aide;  but  we 
hardly  dared  to  hope  that  the  bonds 
of  union  would  be  so  speedily  and  so 
firmly  knit.  They  were  riveted  in- 
dissolubly  from  the  moment  of  the 
American  answer  to  the  inquiry  made 
of  the  first  batch  of  destroyers  on 
their  arrival  at  Queenstown,  "When 
shall  you  be  ready?"  "We  are  ready 
now,"  It  came,  and  the  British  Navy 
took,  it  to  their  hearts.  They  felt  it 
their  own  spirit;  it  was  the  pass-word 
to    the    brotherhood. 

The  newcomers  passed  at  once  un- 
der the  command  of  the  British 
Admiral.  The  readiness  with  which 
they  did  so  and  the  perfect  loyalty 
with  which  they  accepted  their  posi- 
tion are  among  the  great  magnani- 
mous acts  of  the  war.  It  was  the 
example  for  the  similar  act  of  proud 
self-abnegation  which  later  secured 
the  unity  of  command  on  the  Western 
front.  Admiral  Sims  was  a  warm 
advocate  of  this  policy.  He  saw  that 
it  was  the  best  way  of  beating  the 
Germans,  and  he  would  not  suffer 
considerations  of  professional  or  na- 
tional sentiment  to  prevent  Its  adop- 
tion. He  held  and,  as  the  event 
proved,  he  most  wisely  held,  that  the 
American  forces  should  be  regarded 
chiefly  "as  reinforcements  to  the 
Allied  Navies,"  and  wonderful  rein- 
force men  la.  they  were.     Dr.  Page,  the

The  American  Dreadnoughts  reached 
Scapa  Flew  In  December,  and  thence- 
forward formed  a  aortion  of  the 
Grand  Fleet,  sharing  In  all  its 
manoeuvres  and  operations  with  the 
other  ships,  And  witnessing  -with 
them  the  Anal  surrender  of  the  Ger- 
man Navy.  Admiral  Sims  has  no 
doubt  at  ail  about  the  part  played 
by  the  Dreadnoughts  and  the  battle 
cruisers  of  this  fleet.  They  were 
•the  basis,"  he  eays,  "Of-  all  our 
naval  operations."  They  "made  pos- 
sible the  operation  of  all  the  surface 
ships  and  destroyed  the  effectiveness 
of  the  submarines."  Admiral  Tirplts 
bears  witness  that  it  waa  the  use  of 
surface  ships  as  convoys  which 
"sealed/the  doom  of  the  submarine 
I  campaign."  In  those  convoys,  as  in 
-  everything  else,  the  Americans  did 
their  share  gallantly  and  effectively. 
They  were  nrst-rate  mine-layers  and 
had  helped  to  construct  a  great  part 
of  the  projected  North  Sea"  barrage, 
260  miles  long,  when  the  war  came 
to  an  end. 

We  cannot  even  touch  upon  many 
of  the  services  they  rendered,  or  do 
more  than  point  out  the  great  moral 
effect  Which  the  threat  embodied  In 
their  colossal  preparations  exercised 
over  the  enemy-  But,  invaluable  as 
was  their  material  aid,  actual  and 
prospective,  it  would  have  been  com- 
paratively of  but  little  use,  had  It 
not  been  given  with  the  generous 
good  will  to  which  Admiral  Sims 
bears  fresh  witness  In  his.  book.  We 
can  read  with  genuine  pride  bis  testi- 
mony to  the'  incomparable  heroism 
with  which,  in  the  first  half  of  1917, 
our  sailors  fought  "the  hideous  and 
cowardly"  submarine  attack  with 
forces  "pitifully  inadequate"  but  with 
an  undaunted  spirit.  But  we  can 
read  with  an  even  deeper  gratifica- 
tion of  "the  Immense  and  affection- 
ate confidence"  which  Sir  Lewis  Bay- 
lySinsplred  in  all  ranks  of  the  Amer- 
ican service  when  first  they  came 
among  us.  He  won  the  hearts  of 
the  young  officers  at  once,  as  many 
another  British  commander  did  later. 
As  the  "we  are  ready  now''  taught 
our  sailors  to  know  the  Americans, 
this  affectionate  confidence  taught  the 
Americans  to  know  the  best  of  all 
the  fine  traditions  of  our  Navy.  It 
was  another  strand  in  the  bonds  of 
brotherhood.  Admiral  Sims,  like  a 
great  many  other  Americans  and  a 
great  many  EngUshmen,  in  and  out 
of  their  several  Navies,  knew  all 
about  this  bond  long  years  before  the 
war  disclosed  It  to  the  deluded  Ger- 
mans and  to  others.  ,  Once  he  made 
a  frightfully  indlaereet  speech  about 
It.  He  affirmed  In  public  address 
that  if  ever  this  country  were  men- 
aced by  a  European  coalition,  she 
could  "rely  upon  the  last  ship,  the 
last  dollar,  the  last  man,  and  the 
last  drop  of  blood  of  her  kinsmen 
beyond  the  seas."  Could  anything 
have  been  more  "Improper"?  But

the  speaker  before  he  projected  the 
first  lantern  views  on  the  screen. 
These  last  were  of  a  splendidly  illus- 
trative character  and  lent  the  essen- 
tia! descriptive  touch  to  the  Interest- 
ing   narrative. 

It  was  |n  /he  year  1809  that  an  ex- 
pedition commanded  by  Henry  Hud- 
son set  Kill  from  England's  shores, 
the  speaker  told  his  audience.  Hud* 
sons  expedition  arrived  at  Hudson'.' 
Bay  after  numerous  difficulties  with 
his  crew.  The  following  Spring  h.n 
crew  mutinied  and  sent  hlra  adrift 
In  one  of  his  own  lifeboats  with 
eight  of  his  sympathizers.  He  was 
r.over  heard  of  after,  although  his 
name  has  been  perpetuated  through 
the  Intervening  three  hundred  yean 
In   the   reverses  and  successes  of    tin 


historic    company 

Company   Formed 

In  1866  there  arrived  lrt  England 
two  men  who  Bought  the  ear  of 
1'rlnce  Hupert.  Their  story  had  ?.n 
attentive  hearing,  with  the  result 
that  by  the  Spring  of  18B8  a  company 
v.as  formed  and  a  small  expedition 
eet  sail  In  the  ship  Nonsuch  for  Hud- 
son's Bay.  At  the  mouth  of  Rupert 
River.  James  Ray,  the  first  Hudson'.-; 
Bay    post,    Fort    Charles,    was    built. 

The  venture  was  successful.  The 
next  year  the  Nonsuch  returned  to 
England,  and  from  Charles  II.,  a 
charter  was  obtained. 

"This  charter  was.  perhaps,  one  of 
the  most  noted  ever  Issued  by  the 
British  Crown,"  said  the  speaker.  "It 
gave  to  the  company,  under  the  name 
of  the  (Jovernor  and  Company  of  Ad- 
venturers of  England  trading  into 
Hudson's  Ray.  the  right  to  make  war 
or  peace  and  every  other  privilege 
imaginable,  over  all  the  territory 
draining  into  the  Hudson's  Bay,  not 
owned   by  other   friendly  powers." 

A  charter  with  such  sweeping  pow- 
ers given  to  any  other  less  honorable 
company  of  men  would  have  given  to 
Canada  and  England  Insurmountable 
troubles,  claimed  the  speaker.  The 
company's  policy     was     one  of     just 


dealings  to  all  over  whom  they  had 
uuthorlty. 

"And  it  is  them  we  thank  for  our 
gloriously  happy  and  prosperous  In- 
heritance, the  Dominion  of  Canada," 
maintained  Mr.  French. 

The  French  were  alive  to  the  v.-Uue 
of  the  country  and  were  exerting 
every  effort  to  get  it.  Between  1670 
and  1680  the  company's  forts  and 
ships-  hud  been  taken  by  the  Frenc:i 
no  less  than  three  times,  and  later, 
when  peace  terms  were  being  ar- 
ranged, It  took  all  the  Influence  the 
company  had  to  leaep  their  posses- 
sion*  from   being  ceded   to   France. 

First  Fur  Sale 

The  first  sale  of  furs  was  held  In 
London  In  November.  1670,  and  con- 
sisted wholly  of  beaver.  At  that  tlm-s 
there  was  no  sale  for  anything  but 
beaver;  all  the  valuable  and  fash- 
ionable furs  of  today  were  entirely 
neglected. 

Mr.  French  described  some  of  the 
forts.  Fort  Prince  of  Wales,  the 
first  fort  outside  Quebec  ever  bull* 
in  Canada,  and  the  only  stone  onn 
constructed  by  the  company,  is  on 
Eskimo  Point;  It  is  of  the  Roman 
style,  about  350  feet  square,  the  out- 
er walls  (of  solid  masonry)  being 
about  6  feet  thick  and  16  feet  high. 
Fcrmerly  guns  were  mounted  on  th'i 
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Bummit  of  the  wall.  The  fort  was 
abandoned  In  1782,  but  will  star! 
for  many  years  yet  as  a  monument 
to  early  Hudson's  Bay  days. 

The  lecturer  reminded  his  listen- 
ers, when  showing  Marble  Islam:, 
that  this  was  the  Winter  quarters  for 
sealing  and  whaling  schooners  of  the 
Atlantic,  just  as  Herschel  Island  is 
in  the  Pacific  and  Arctic  Oceana.  A 
picture  was  also  shown  of  one  of  the 
camps  of  the  Chippewans  who  went 
io  the  Coast  to  trade,  the  real  In- 
habitants of  Marble  Island,  however, 
being   Eskimos. 

Finally  York  Factory  was  selected 
»s  the  headquarters  of  the  Hudson'.* 
Bay,  and  a  large  factory  was  erected. 
It  contained  about  fifty  houses,  the 
factory  proper  being  a  square  of 
about  250  feet,  with  an  open  space  in 
the  centre. 

Origin  of  "Factory" 

Ah  interesting  point  brought  out 
1/  Mr.  French  in  connection  with  his 
history  of  the  company  was  that  the 
name  "Factory"  as  used  •  had  It-* 
origin  in  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
goods  used  in  the  country  were  man- 
ufactured there,  such  as  powder 
Measures,  Indian  axes,  ice-chisels, 
fish  and  rat  spears,  Ironwork  for 
boats,  house  and  store  hardwood  ot 
all  kinds  such  us  hinges,  bolts,  s'a- 
pies,  and  even  nails,  besides  every- 
thing made  of  tin,  either  for  service 
or  trade,  all  so  made  that  one  nested 
Inside  the  other. 

Tork  Factory,  another  of  the  lm« 
portent  outposts  of  the  company,  h 
five  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Hayes  River,  and  on  Its  northern  ot 
left  bank.  The  enclosure  covers  about 
five  acres.  In  front  of  this  enclos- 
ure  oh  the  river  bank  there  were  two 
12-pou riders  and  four  smaller  brass 
field  pieces.  The  site  was  originally 
a  mossy  bog,  and  was  filled  In  from 
time  to  time  with  good  earth  brought 
from  three  miles  up  the  river.  All 
buildings  were  constructed  of  logn 
and  clapboarded,  neatly  painted,  and 
sidewalks  put  down  between  the 
buildings.  At  meal  times  military 
form  was  used,  all  the  diners  being 
seated  In  order  of  rank  and  senior- 
ity. The  apprentice  clerks  near  tM 
foot  of  the  table  could  not  speak  un- 
less first  addressed.  The  menu  con- 
sisted of  game  and  fish,  vegetables 
(potatoes,  carrots,  turnips  and  many 
small  fruits  were  raised  quite  suc- 
cessfully at  Ten  Shilling  Creek),  anl 
plenty  of  milk. 

Further  description  of  Tork  Fac- 
tory operations  disclosed  that  ships 
anchor  on  arrival  twenty  miles     out, 


wnaro  the  xaigon  River  reaches  the 
ocean,  out  of  sight  of  land  save  for 
the  high  beacon  on  the  low  marshy 
point  between  the  Hayes  and  Nelson 
Rivers,  which  Is  twelve  miles  from 
the  roads.  After,  the  ship  is  lightered 
a  little  pilot  comes  aboard,  and  a; 
high  tide  the  ship  la  takeo  up  the 
river  to  the  channel  of  the  Hayes 
River,  to  what  Is  called  "Five  Fath- 
om Hole,"  which  la  still  about  seven 
miles  out  from  the  Fort.  When  the 
tides  fall  the  ship  would  be  com- 
pletely surroiinded  by  mud  and  sand- 
banks. 

Capital  of  Rupert 

Up  to  1870  Tork  waa  really  the 
capital  of  Rupert's  Land,  where  all 
tho  goods  were  warehoused,  repack- 
ed and  dispatched  to  the  Interior.  To 
guard  against  fire,  shipwrecks,  etc, 
there  was  never  carried  leas  than  two 
years'  supplies  of  goods,  received 
from  London,  packed  casually  to  be* 
gin  with,  and,  which  had  to  be  re- 
packed— according  to  principles  laid 
down  by  the  company's  council — and 
made  ready  for  shipment  to  the  In- 
terior. Each  bale  had  to  weigh  ex- 
actly 100  pounds  'and  must  contain 
a  certain  amount  of  print,  hand- 
kerchiefs, overalls,  socks,  towels,  etc. 
This  meant  that  if  a  bale  of  gooda 
got  lost  In  any  way?  only  a  -  few  of 
each  line  of  trade  goods  would  bo 
lost,  whereas  If  packed  as  Is  done  by 
shippers  today,  the  loss  of  a  oaie 
might  mean  the  loss  of  a  whole  con- 
signment of  trousers,  and  a  conse- 
quently threadbare  condition  for  a 
whole  year  (until  the  next  shipment) 
of  the  whole  of  the  men  at  that 
particular  post  'of  the  company  for 
which  the  bale  was  intended.  Every- 
thing imported  into  the  country  camo 
for  a'  specific  purpose,  and  was  sel- 
dom allowed  to  be  used  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than  that  for  which  It  was 
originally  Intended.  This  work  of 
preparing  requisitions  years  In  au- 
vtnee  was,  therefore,  very  important. 

Work  of  Transport 

York  boats,  built  at  York  Factory, 
were  use,d  for  the  transport  of  all 
supplies  between  York  and  the  Inland 
points.  These  boats,  the  construction 
of  which  was  quite  an  Industry  In 
itself,  were  built  very  light  so  that 
they  would  be  good  carriers,  but  at 
the  same  time  could  be  portaged 
easily. 

The  boats  left  York  in  brigades 
bound  for  Red  River,  Swan  Rlvor, 
Carleton,  Edmonton,  etc.,  four  boats 
manned  by  eight  men  each  consti- 
tuting a  brigade.  The  rivalry  be- 
tween the  different  brigades  when 
they  happened  to  be  travelling  to- 
gether was  described.  It  would  bee 
race  to  the  first  portage,  then  ter- 
rific efforts  would  be  put  forth  In 
portgaglng  the  boat  and  packing  the 
boat's  cargo  over  the  portage.  Each 
pack  weighed  100  pounds,  and  a  man 
might  have  to  pack  one,  two,  or  even 
three  at  a  time. 

Some  of  the  hardships  of  such  a 
Journey  were  suggested  in  the  fact] 
given  simply  enough  by  Mr.  French. 
The  distance  to  Norway  House,  a; 
the  head  of  Lake  Winnipeg,  is  about 
400  miles  from  York.  Thirty-four 
portages  had  to  be  made  in  this. 
When  the  wind  was  not  favorable  all 
up-stream  work  was  done  with  a 
tracking  line,  half  of  each  boats 
crew  getting  out  on  the  line,  chang- 
ing every  half  hour  to  the  other  half. 
Jn  this  way  the  men  kept  fresh,  and 
could  run  almost  continually,  through 
rain,  sleet  or  cold,  with  blistered 
hands  or  feet,  cut  with  sharp  stone*?, 
and  always  fighting  the  mosquitoes 
and  black  flies.  This  tested  hardi- 
hood. Day  after  day,  from  earl/ 
morning  until  late  at  night,  this  sort 
ot  work  continued,  on  diet  that  the 
modern  person  would  not  consider 
highly:-  dried  pulverised  lean  meat  of 
the  buffalo, '  mixed  with  melted  tallow 
and  flour.  This  was  the  staple,  for 
enormous  appetites.  The  great  re- 
storative was  strong,  black  tea.  Con- 
stant jumping  into  the  river .  to  .lift 
the  i  boat  over  rocks  from  time  to 
time  meant,,  too,  that  the  men  were 
almost  constantly  in  wet  clothes. 

The  historian  aof  the  evening  re- 
called that  Sir  George  Simpson 
travelled  from  York  Factory  to  tha 
Pacific  Ocean  with  a  crew  of  French- 
Canadians  in  thirty-eight  days,  work- 
lug  eighteen  hours  each  day,  'Ml- 
wuys  with  constant  hilarity  of  spir- 
its." The  distance  travelled  could 
not  have  been  less  than  2.100  miles, 
which  would  mean  an  average  of  66 
miles  a  day. 

interesting  picture  followed  Inter* 
esting  picture  as  the  sQsaker  told  of 
the  later  incidents  In  the  history  of 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  in  the 
West.  Long  processions  of  ox-carts 
laden  with  furs  were  shown  going 
from  Winnipeg  to  Edmonton;  pictures 
of  the  big  herds  of  buffalo,  which 
elicited  from  the  lecturer  the  com- 
ment that  this  animal,  like  the  beaver.

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BATH  SCHEME  MAY 

SOLVE  UNEMPLOYMENT 


Project  to  Bring  Proposal  Be- 
fore Taxpayers  in  Form  of 
Plebiscite— Plans  Call  for 
Outlay  of  $100,000 


At  a  time  like  the  present,  when 
construction  work  Is  almost  at  a 
standstill  In  tbe  city,  an4  there  to 
much  unemployment,  the  revival  of 
the  proposal  to  erect  a  $100,000  salt- 
water bath  should  appeal  to  all 
classes  of  the  community.  The  pro- 
ject has  been  much  advertised  during 
tbe  past  few  years.  The  value  of  Its 
realization  In  bringing  money  to  the 
city  through  augmented  tourist  traf- 
fic should  be  apparent  to  everyone, 
and  even  the  most  pessimistic  esti- 
mate of  the  returns  from  bath-fees 
reveals  that  the  Interest  on  the  In- 
come expended  In  the  work  would 
make  it  a  worth-while  Investment  for 
tbe  city.  In  its  Initial  stages  the 
work  would  probably  employ  some 
160  or  200  men. 

The  project  Is  being  reviewed  at  the 
present  time  through  the  activities  of 
some  enthusiasts,  who  are  circulating 
petitions  among  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city.  Tbe  number  of  those  who  are 
In  support  of  tbe  idea  Is  known  to  be 
large,  and  as  the  canvassing  to  being 
carried  out  entirely  by  voluntary 
workers,  It  is  stated  for  general  In- 
formation that  copies  of  the  docu- 
ment will  be  found  at  either  of  the 
daily  papers,  or  at  the  leading  book- 
stores. 

The  following  la  the  wording  of  the 
petition: 

"We,  the  undersigned  voters  of 
tbs  City  of  Victoria,  hereby  petition 
your  Honorable  Body  at  the  next 
election  for  aldermen  of  tbe  city,  to 
submit  a  referendum  to  tbe  citizens 
as  to  whether  or  not  a  by-law  should 
be  passed    making   a  grant   of   $100,- 


000  for  the  erection  of  a  public  salt- 
water swimming  bath,  pavilion  and 
swimming  pool." 

Within  City's  Estimate 

A  short  time  ago  practical  builders 
and  contractors  wars  asked*  for  esti- 
mates, and  it  was  found  that  $81,000, 
exclusive  of  the  site,  would  put  up 
the  building  originally  planned.  The 
City  Engineer  has  estimated  that  the 
water  could  be  brought  from  opposite 
Dallas  Road  for  less  than  $20,000. 

An  Interesting  point  on  which  in- 
formation bus  already  been  sought 
by  those  advocating  the  scheme  is  in 
connection  with  the  cost  to  each  tax- 
payer  of  the  city,  in  the  event  of 
such  a  plebiscite  carrying.  The  finance 
department  of  tho  City  Hall  state 
that  In  case  this  bill  were  passed  any 
individual  who  is  taxed  on  $10,000 
would  have  to  pay  less  than  $2.50 
per  annum.  This  would  not  be  a 
heavy  drain  ontjho  resources  of  the 
$10,000-lncomed  man.  In  recom- 
pense even  for  this  comparatively 
small  outlay  is  tbe  increased  at- 
tractiveness of  Victoria  to  the  tourist, 
and  the  money  which  he  would  .bring 
with  him  and  spend  in  the  city.  It  to 
well  known  that  a  large  number  of 
Prairie  people  have  come  to  Victoria 
with  the  Idea  of  enjoying  salt-water 
bathing.  But  from  numerous  letters 
received  from  visitors  who  have  come 
here,  It  has  been  found  that  they 
could  not  brave  the  cold  water  along 
this  coast,  and  have  deserted  Vic- 
toria for  California  resorts,  where  the 
bathing  to  warmer.  Numbers  of 
these  people  have  stated  that  they 
would  have  permanently  settled  in 
Victoria  if  they  could  have  enjoyed 
salt-water  bathing,  It  is  well  known 
that  every  modern  city  has  one  or 
more  swimming  baths,  there  being 
two  In  Winnipeg,  where,  of  course, 
they  have  to  use  fresh  water.  *>> 
C.  P.  It's  Liberal  Offer 

Complete  plans  and  specifications 
of  the  Winnipeg  baths  are  held  In 
Victoria,  showing  that  these  baths 
are  kept  open  eleven  months  of  the 
year,  being  closed  down  only  in 
August — for  repairs.  The  C.  P.  R. 
have  offered  a  donation  of  $20,000  if 
the  baths  are  placed  anywhere  near 
their  hotel,  and  a  solicitor,  who  cams 
to  the  city  to  discuss  this  matter, 
stated  that  the  Company  would  do 
a  great  deal  of  advertising  for  the 
city,  in  case  the  baths  were  built, 
without  any  cost  to  the  Municipality. 

There  are  a  number  of  suitable 
sites  available,  some  of  these  being 
owned  by  the  city.  , 

Plans  were  prepared  •  some  time 
ago .  for  baths,  the  architects  being 
Messrs.  Keith  and  Maclure.

J.  Pendray  and  Sons'  Soap  Works, 
has  Just  returned  from  a  trip  to  Bos- 
ton, having  gone  there  on  receiving 
a  wire  from  Lord  Loverhunie's  sec- 
retary summoning  him  to  a  confer- 
ence on  the  soap  business.  On  his 
way  to  the  Hast,  Mr.  Pendray  was 
Joined  at  Toronto  by  fourteen  other 
managers,  and  they  Journeyed  to  Bos- 
ton together.  They  inspected  the 
soap  works  at  Cambridge,  one  of  the 
largest  In  America,  and  afterwards  at- 
tended a  banquet,  when  Lord  Lever- 
hulme made  an  address,  going  into 
the  whole  business  situation  thorough- 
ly. Mr.  Pendray  etated  last  night 
that  although  Lord  Leverhulme  ad- 
mitted that  money  to  tight  in  the 
East,  and  that  factories  are  only 
working  half  time,  nevertheless  he  to 
very  optimistic  over  the  future  of  the 
Industry,  which  he  expects  to  get 
back  to  normal  condition  very  short- 
ly. Lord  Leverhulme  Is  preparing 
for  extensions  in  all  branches,  and 
has  Just  completed  a  large  addition 
to  the  plant  in  Toronto. 

Mr.  Pendray  said  that  Lord  T>vcr- 
hulme  also  is  interested  in  the  oil  in- 
dustry, and  that  he  has  bought  one 
of  the  largest  oil  concerns  in  the 
world,  for  a  consideration  of  $30,000,- 


ItT  With  reference  /to  his  future 
plans  here,  Mr.  Pendray  remarked 
with  a  smile.  "I  have  taken  a  lesson 
and  I  am  planning  big  extensions. 
At  our  annual  convention  here.**  he 
continued,  "we  hare  as  visitors  Mr. 
A.  W.  Edge,  of  Prince  Rupert,  the 
agent  for  Bapco  Paint  there,  and  Mr. 
E.  Meaden,  of  Edmonton,  the  man- 
aging director  of  the  Maund  Paint 
Company." 

Mr.  Edge  will  make  his  future 
home  on  a  farm  on  the  Saanlch  pen- 
insula.. 

After  finishing  bis  business  in  Bos- 
ton. Mr.  Pendray  went  to  New  York 
for  a  short  visit,  snd  spent  a  day  in 
Toronto  on  his  return  trip.  He  states 
that  the  weather  was  exceptionally 
mild  In  the  East,  and  that  on  the 
Prairies  the  atmospheric  condilkms 
are  so  good  that  the  farmers.  In  spite 
of  the  wealth  obtained  through  their 
heavy  crops,  have  decided  to  stay  at 
home,  and  therefore  the  expected  in- 
flux of  Winter  visitors  to  the  Pacific 
Coast  has  not  taken   place.

The  plaintiff  alleges  as  to  Jhls 
that  the  shares  were  never  legally 
allotted;  that  he  never  agreed  to  ac- 
cept the  alleged  allotment  of  the  de- 
fendants; and  that  he  has  never  been 
a  legal  shareholder  of  the  company.

EMPIRE  UNIVERSITIES 
MEET  NEXT  SUMMER 


Second    Congress   of  British 

Educationists  to  Be  Guests 

of   Oxford   College  During 
Month  of  July 


The  first  congress  of  the  universi- 
ties of  the  Empire  was  held  In  Lon- 
don In  1912.  when,  all,  to  the  number 


of  fifty-three,  were  represented.  In 
most  cases  by  their  executive  heads, 
together  with  several  members  of 
'heir  pi*ft-ssoriate.  The  Universities' 
Uureau  was  an  outcome  of  this  con- 
gress. To  It  was  entrusted  the  sum- 
moning of  future  congresses  at  inter- 
vals of  five  years.  In  1917  this 
intention  was  frustrated  by  the  war. 
Transport  difficulties  rendered  it  un- 
desirable to  attempt  to  carry  it  into 
effect  during  the  present  year.  It  has 
now  been  arranged  that  the  second 
congress  shall  bo  held  next  Summer. 
Dr.  Alex  Hill,  who  took  over  the  or- 
ganization of  the  first  congress  after 
the  death  of  Dr.  R.  D.  Roberts,  who 
had  laid  its  foundations,  and  has 
acted  as  secretary  to  the  bereau  since 
its  institution,  is  engaged  in  its  pro- 
motion. The  number  of  universities 
in   the    Empire   has   now    increased   to 


fifty-eight,  and  all,  it  Is  anticipated, 
will  make  a  point  of  sending  dele- 
gates to  this  great  council  of  higher 
education. 

With  great  generosity  the  Univer- 
sity of  Oxford  has  invited  all  members 
of  the  congress  to  be  its  guests  from 
July  5  to  July  g.  The  Chancellor  of 
the  University,  Earl  Curzon,  will  pre- 
side over  the  morning  session  on  July 
5.  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  Chancellor 
of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  will 
preside  in  the  afternoon.  On  the 
preceeding  day  the  congress  will  as- 
semble In  London  for  certain  cere- 
monial functions  and  entertainments, 
of  which  the  programme  will  be  an- 
nounced at  a  later  date.

SEVERE  SHOCKS. 


Great  Earthquake  Indicated  by 
Seismographs  at  Widely 
Separated  Points — Scene  Is 
Probably  Under  Atlantic 


WASHINGTON,  Dec.  #16. — Some- 
where, perhaps  leagues  deep  beneath 
the  rolling  blue  of  tho  Atlantic,  the 
earth's  crust  was  torn  and  twisted  to- 
day by  a  titanic  convulsion. 

For  hours  the  earth's  surface  shud- 
dered under  the  feet  of  heedless  mil1- 
lions.  Force  waves  thousands  of  miles 
in  length  swept  outward  from  that 
storm  centre  like  ripples  on  a  rock- 
broken  pool.  Yet  only  the  unsleep- 
ing seismographs  noted  It  and  In- 
scribed u  mute  record  for  the  watch- 
ful  scientists    who   guarded    them. 

First  word  of  the  disturbance  came 
from  Georgetown  University  here. 
When  Rev.  Father  Francis  A.  Ton- 
dorf,  director  of  tho  seismographic 
observatory,  peered  at  his  delicate 
mechanism  this  morning,  It  told  him 
of  a  shock  more  severe  than  any 
recorded  in  the  last  two  years.  Some- 
where the  power  beneath  the  surface 
was  still  bulging  at  the  earth  crust 
holding  It  In   check. 

Father  Tondorf  sent  out  word  of 
the  shock,  thinking  It  might  be  an- 
other* great  disaster.  As  the  day  went 
by,  however,  no  word  came  back, 
leaving  to  conjecture  the  scene  and 
the  exact  nature  of  the  disturbance. 

Experienced  observer  that  he  is. 
Father  Tondorf  classed  the  record  of 
his  instruments  as  that  of  a  "terrible" 
shock.  It  began  soon  after  7  a.m., 
reached  its  greatest  intensity  toward 
8  o'clock,  and  was  still  leaving  a 
wavering  trail  at  noon.  The  earth 
slowly  settled  to  quiet. 

The  chart  indicated  an  east-west- 
erly direction.  Father  Tondorf  esti- 
mated the  distance  from  Washington 
as  2,800  miles.  First  impressions 
were  indistinct,  he  said,  while  records 
of  great  disturbances  in  South  or  Cen- 
tral America  have  been  recorded 
sharply  and  clearly.  It  might  have 
been,  he  said,  a  submarine  disturb- 
ance, a  new  mountain  peak  flung  up 
under  the  waves.  The  distance  east- 
ward would  place  the  scene  not  far 
from  the  Azores,  but  no  word  of  an 
earthquake  came  from  any  quarter. 

TORONTO.  Dec.  IS.— One  of  tho 
severest  earthquakes  registered  here 
for  many  years  occurred  this  morning 
between  7:30  and  10  o'clock,  nnd  at 
noon  the  Instruments  at  the  Toronto 
observatory  were  still  registering 
vibrations  Officials  at  the  observa- 
tory state  that  the  centre  of  the  dis- 
turbance was  about  5,500  mites  from 
Toronto,  probably  In  the  southern 
part  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

The  registrations  show  that  the 
shook  was  as  great  as  those  In  the 
■an   Francisco  earthquake. 

SASKATOON.  I>ec.  18.— The  seis- 
mograph «t  the  University  of  Sas- 
katchewan registered  an  earthquake 
this  morning.  The  tremor,  which  be- 
gsn  at  8  a.m..  lasted  nesrjp/  an  hour. 

CHICAOO.  Dec.  18.— An  earth- 
quake, the  severest  recorded  here  In 


two  years,  was  registered  on  the  seis- 
mograph at  Chicago  University  today. 
The  disturbance  was  estimated  at 
3,080   miles  from  Chicago. 

The  first  shock  was  recorded  at 
6:21  a.m.  central  time  and  the  maxi- 
mum intensity  was  reached  at  6:64. 
At  9  o'clock  the  seismograph  was  still 
recording  waves  of  decreasing  in- 
tensity. 

As  the  observatory  at  Washington 
reported  that  the  same  quake  was 
2,800  miles  from  there,  it  apparently 
centred  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

WASHINGTON,  Dec.  16.— The  dis- 
tance of  2,80o  miles  from  Washing- 
ton, estimated  by  Father  Tondorf, 
would  Indicate  the  location  of  the 
disturbance  to  he  in  the  United 
States  near  the  Pacific  coast.  If  in 
tho  West,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Azores,  if  to  the  East. 

SEATTLE.      Dee.      16. — An     earth- 


quake shock  so  severe  that  it  tem- 
porarily put  out  of  commission  two 
instruments,  was  recorded  on  seis- 
mographs at  the  University  of  Wash- 
ington here  today.  The  disturbance, 
estimated  by  Dean  Henry  Dandes*  of 
the  School  of  Science,  to  have  cen- 
tred about  2,800  miles  in  an  east- 
westerly  direction  from  Seattle,  be- 
gan at  4:24.  and  reached  its  maxi- 
mum at  4:48,  when  two  recording 
needles  were  displaced. 

SPOKANE,  Dec.  16. — Earth  shocks 
beginning  at  4:18  a.m.  and  continu- 
ing for  nearly  two  hours,  were  record- 
ed on  the  seismograph  at  Gonsaga 
University  here  today.  The  disturb- 
ance was  estimated  at  4,850  miles 
from  Spokane,  probably  In  the  At- 
lantic Ocean. 


Gonzales  Observatory  swung  the 
needle  off  the  paper  for  eleven  min- 
utes. It  commenced  at  4:85  Pacific 
standard  time,  reaching  a  maximum 
at  4:60  a.m.  Superintendent  F.  Na- 
pier Denison  places  the  distance  at 
4.700  miles.

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That  the  Alaskan  pulp  and  paper 
industry  still  has  a  very  Ions  way  to 
go  before  the  Far  Northern  State  can 
challenge  Canada's  leadership  in  that 
field  la  disclosed  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Is- 
sued recently.  Alaska's  forestry  re- 
sources and  their  development  have 
been  the  subject  of  much  discussion 
within  the  past  few  .months,  and  It 
has  been  predicted  on  this  side  of 
the  line  that  Alaska  paper  would  he 
on  the  market  in  large  quantities  in 
competition  with  the  product  of 
Western  Canadian  mills.  The  sec- 
tion devoted  to  Alaska  in  the  Interior 
Department  report  shows,  however, 
that  while  prel;minrry  steps  are 
belnr;  taken  toward"  lb.  development 
of  tl'c  industry  only  one  pla.it  l.i« 
actually  been  projected  to  dato.  This 
Is  a  small  puln  plant  which  i*  In  pro- 
cess of  construction  at  Port  Snot- 
tlsham.  It  is  declared  that  it  wilt  bo 
ready  for  the  manufacture  of  gulp 
by  next  Spring.  A  preliminary  sale 
of  100,000.000  feet  of  timber  has  been 
made  to  this  company. 

Negotiations  Pending 
"A  number  of  companies  interested 
in  the  manufacture  of  pulp  and  paper 
are  negotiating  for  leases  of  timber, 
and  when  the  offered  leases  can  be 
smoothed  out,  so  as  to  offer  satisfac- 
tory terms,  doubtless  several  mills  ad- 
Joining  constant  water  powers  will  be 
established,"  says  the  report.  "The 
leases  now  offered  by  the  Forest  Serv- 
ice cover  a  period  of  thirty  years, 
with  an  allowed  two  year  period  for 
construction;  the  stumpage  rate  is  set 
for  the  first  five  years  and  a  maximum 
stumpage  rate  for  the  following  Ave 
years.  For  the  remaining  five  yea*, 
periods  the  Forset  Service  reserves 
the  right  to  fix  the  stumpage  on  pre- 
vailing timber  rates  in  the  district, 
but  will  fix  no  exact  basis  on  which 
the  revaluation  will  be  made.  This  Is 
the  stumbling  block,  and  to  the  Gov- 
ernor it  appears  to  be  a  short  sighted 
policy  to  kep  out  Industry  for  fear 
that  a  proper  price  for  future  stump- 
age will  not  be  received. 

"There  are  two  great  national  for- 
ests In  Alaska — the  Chugach,  com- 
prising 6, ISO. 201  acres,  and  the  Ton- 
grass,  comprising  15,449, 580  acres.  The 
total  receipts  from  Tongass  and  the 
Chugach  national  forests  for  the  fiscal* 
year  ended  June  30,  1920,  were  $106.- 
021.40.  The  total  cost  of  administra- 
tion of  the  two  forests  for  the  same 
period  was  f60.393.94.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  in  co-opuration 
with  the  territory,'  has  definitely  out- 
lined a  road-bulldlng  programme 
within  the  national  forests;  co-oper- 
ative agreements  have  been  ap- 
proved and  a  number  of  projects  are 
now  under  construction  by  the 
Bureau  of  Public  Roads." 

Spruce  and  Hemlock 

The  report  of  an  advisory  commit- 
tee which  was  appointed  last  April  to 
advise  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
as  to  what  steps  can  be  taken  to  de- 
velop Alaskan  industries,  contains 
the  following  statement  of  Alaska's 
forestry  resources: 

"The  best  timber  in  Alaska,  chiefly 
composed  of  Sitka  sprue,  and  hem- 
lock is  in  the  Tongass  national  forest, 
in  Southeastern  Alaska,  and  in  the 
Chugach  national  forest.  In  the  Prince 
William  Sound  region.  These  two 
forests 'embrace  20,000.000  acres,  ap- 
proximately five  per  cent  of  the  total 
area,  of  Alaska.  Betwen  these  two 
forests  lie  about  2.000,000  acres  of 
timber  of  similar  character.  In  the 
Interior  there)  is  approximately  be- 
tween 60.000,000  and  78,000.000  acres 
of  spruce,  birch  and  cottonwood.  This 
is  chiefly  valuable  for  local  use. 

'The  national  forests  are  estimated 
by  the  Forest  Service  to  Include  77. 
009.000,000  feet  (b.m.)  of  timber 
suitable  for  lumber  and  pulp."

RISE;  PUT  OFF  SACK 


"Flying  Postman"  Starts  With 
Too  Big  a  Load  for  Empress 
of  Asia,  and  Has  to  Leave, 
Portion 


Air  Pilot  Kdward  Hubbard,  the 
United  States  "Plying  Postman."  loft 
r-ui  Lake  Union  hangar,  Seattle,  yes- 
terday afternoon  with  twelve  sacks 
of  letter  mall  for  tho  Bmpreas  of 
Asia.  The  flier  found  that  his  flying 
boat  would  not  take  to  the  stir  with 
this  load  and  so  went  back  to  the 
hangar  and  put  off  a  bag.  Ho  th«u 
f.ew  to  Victoria,*  arriving  here  about 
3:30,  and  leaving  again  for  Seattle  a 
few  minutes  later. 

The  Empress  of  Asia  took  out  one 
of  the  largest  registered  mails  from 
Victoria  that  ever  left  here  for  China. 
Most  of  the  articles  were  for  Hong- 
kong from  local  Chinese. 

The  big  liner  reached  here  about 
10  o'clock  last  night  and  left  about 
midnight,  carrying  300  saloon  passen- 
gers, 45  second  class,  92  third  olssu 
and  703  steerage.  Thirty  or  forty 
passengers   boarded   the  ship  here. 

The  Asia  will  be  at  sea  for  Chrlj:- 
mas.  On  the  buffet  in  the  dining 
saloon  there  Is  on  view  a  wonderfu. 
creation.  It  is  a  Christmas  cake 
which  is  a  remarkably  faithful  re- 
production of  the  Empress  of*  Asia 
herself.  It  .was  made  by  Baker  Alex- 
ander Stewart  during  the  last  inward 
voyage.  The  cake  is  a  little  more 
than  three  feet  long  and  weighs 
about  fifty  pounds.  It  is  iced  all  over 
and  the  detail  is  In  sugar..  The  only 
parts  not  good  to  eat  are  the  red, 
white  and  blue  lamps,  the  flags  and 
the  threads  which  represent  the  wire- 
less apparatus.  It  took  the  baker  the 
greater  part  of  four  days  to  make 
the  cake,  which  is  to  be  cut  en 
Christmas    Day. 


OF 
TO  EMPEROR'S  SHRINE 


Half  a  Million  Japanese  Wor- 
ship in  Shinto  Temple  Erect- 
ed in  Tokio  to  Memory  of 
Mutsuhito  \ 


After  six  years'  labor  and  an  ex- 
penditure estimated  at  910,000,000, 
the  national  shrine  to  the  late  Em- 
peror Mutsuhito  wis  openod*  recently 
with  solemn  Shinto  ceremonies  and 
amid  impressive  manifestations  of 
loyalty.  For  three  days  the  populace 
of  Tokio  celebrated  th*  occasion. 
Every  street  was  decorated  with  bun- 
ting* and  from  the  humblest  door  lan- 
terns were  displayed  at  night. 

The  municipality  gavo  a  flower 
show  and  open-air  performances  and 
theatrical  performances  in  Htblya 
Park,  but  for  the  most  part  the  fes- 
tivities veret  co-operatively  org.inlr.ed 
by  the  Vitisens  In  different  wardt.  At 
hundred -i  of  central  points  stage i  had 
been  erected  where  vaudeville  show* 
were  given,  and  there  were  fireworks 
both  'lay  and  night. 

Over  250,000  persons  from  the 
country  districts  visited  the  city  dur- 
ing the  festival. 

The  shrine  Is  a  typical  Shinto 
building  of  plain  wood  and  of  the 
simplest  possible  construction.  The 
opening  ceremony  wag  attended  by 
over  2.000  priests  and  officials  and 
lasted  about  three  hours.  "  Tho  cen- 
tral feature  was  the  delivery  to  Prince 
Ichljo,  warder  of  tho  shrine,  of  the 
name  tablets  of  the  late  Emperor  and 
their  installation  In  the  inner  sanc- 
tuary. Prince  Kujo,  a  relative  of  the 
Emperor,  delivered  a  commemorative 
oration  to  which  Prince  Ichijo  re- 
plied. The  shrine  was  thereafter 
opened  to  the  public  and  at  least 
500,000  people  worshipped  before  It 
during  tho  remainder  of  the  day. 

Fmpcror  Worship 

The  scene  where  these  multitudes 
of  people  were  paying  their  respects 
to  the  memory  of  the  dead  Emperor 
was  impressive.  The  main  entrance 
to  the  shrine  is  by  means  of  a  new 
and  very  broad  road  about  two  miles 
la  length.  Along  this  road  all  the 
day  and  evening  two  great  strings  of 
people  poured,  one  going  to  tho 
shrine,  tho  other  returning. 

The  whole  of  this  roadway  was 
brilliantly  lighted  and  decorated  with 
flags  and  ornamental  lanterns.  But 
once  ths  torll  at  the  entrance  to  the 
shrine  had  been  v  passed  a  great 
change  came  over  the  scene.  The 
modern  world  was  left  behind,  the 
gold  and  red  ornamentation  ceased, 
and  the  rest  of  the  way  was  made  un- 
der the  shade  of  gigantic  pine  trees 
which  might  have  been  part  of  the 
virgin  forests  of  old  Japan. 

Pilgrims  were  admitted  in  group* 
of  about  200.  Their  journey  ended 
In  a  small  paved  courtyard  closed 
with  a  low  wall.  The  shrine,  a  low, 
severely  plain  building,  was  opposite 
tho  gateway,  and  by  tho  dim  light  of 
two  large  paper  lanterns  about  a 
dosen  white-robed  priests  were  seen 
moving  slowly  back  and  forth  within 
ths  doorway.  They  were  sweeping 
up  the  coins  that  rained  continually 
'on  the  steps  of  the  shrine. 

Not  a  sound  could  be  heard  except 
tho  light  hand  clappings  of  th*  wor- 
shippers calling  on  the  enshrined 
spirit  of  the  Emperor.  No  human 
voice  was  heard.  There  was  not 
even  an  audible  prayer;  in  complete 
silence  the*  multitude  paid  thefr  re- 
spects to  the  spirit  of  Meljl  and 
passed  on. 

On  the  two  following  days  the 
shrine  was  again  visited  by  hundreds 
of  thousands  and  tho  proceedings 
were  enlightened  by  wrestling  and 
other  public  entertainments  near  the 
shrine.  The  Crown  Prince,  on  behalf 
of  the  Emperor,  worshipped  at  th* 
shrine  on  th*  second  day. 

It  la  intended  to  associate  tho 
young  man  of  Japan  especially  with 
the  Meljl  shrine.  A  hag*  stadium 
will  be  built  in  th*  grounds  of  the 
shrflie.  and  it  I*  expected  that  the 
principal  athletic  events  of  Japan  will 
be  contested  there  In  future.

Dominion  Headquarters  of  the  Em- 
ployment Service  of  Canada,  Depart- 
ment ot  Labor,  reports  that  for 
week  ending  November  20th,  employ- 
ment returns  were  tabulated  from 
5,130  Arms  with  an  aggregate  pay- 
roll of  717,326  persons.  At  the  end 
of  the  previous  week  these  concerns 
had  724,952  employees  and  at  the 
middle  of  January  they  had  694,629 
persons  in  their  employ.  Since  the 
end  of  the  preceding  week  there  has 
been,  therefore,  a  decrease  in  staffs  of 
7,726  persons,  or  one  and  one-tenth 
per  cent,  but  as  compared  with  the 
returns  for  January  17  there  were  in- 
creases to  payrolls  amounting  to  22,- 
597  persons  or  three  and  three-tenths 
per  cent.  For  the  following  week  a 
further  though  somewhat  smaller  re- 
duction in  employment  was  expected. 
It  may  be  noted  that  the  figures  used 
in  this  report  do  not  include  loss  of 
time  due  to  strikes  or  lock-outs. 

Of  the  thirty-three  industrial 
groups  included  in  the  inquiry,  12 
registered  Increases  In  employment 
over  the  previous  week  aggregating 
7,726  workers,  while  in  21  groups 
there  were  declines  totalling  9,60? 
employees.  The  net  decrease  report- 
ed by  these  firms,  therefore,  was 
7,726  persons  or  one  and  one-tenth 
per  cent,   as  noted  above. 

Considering  the  returns  by  prov- 
inces, it  is  found  that  reduced  em- 
ployment was  registered  in  every  dis- 
trict, the  decrease  of  2.016  persons  In 
Ontario  being  the  most  noteworthy. 
For  the  following  week  some  recovery 
from  the  losses  recorded  during  the 
week  under  review  was  expected  by 
firms  In  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick, 
while  in  the  remaining  provinces  fur- 
ther decreases  were  anticipated.  As 
compared  with  the  statements  for 
January  17th  Increases  in  employ- 
ment were  reported  In  every  section 
of  the  country'. 

The  largest  increases  In  the  number 
of  persons  employed  as  compared 
with  statements  from  identical  con- 
cerns for  November  13th.  occurred  in 
Logging,  Coal  Mining,  Retail  Trade 
and  Water  Transportation.  The  ad- 
ditions In  Retail  Trade,  which 
amounted  to  532  workers,  were  the 
most  pronounced  reported  during  the 
week  under  review  and  were  account- 
ed for  by  general  activity  for  the 
Christmas  season  In  many  provinces, 
particularly  Ontario  and  Quebec.  In 
Logging,  also,  the  additions  to  staffs 
were  reported  largely  In  Ontario  and 
Quebec,  while,  those  in  Coal  Mining 
occurred  in  Alberta  and  Nova  Scotia, 
the  Increases  in  both  groups  being 
due  to  seasonal  causes.  Most  of  the 
increases  in  Water  Transportation 
were  registered  in  British  Columbia 
and    Quebec. 

Changes  Expected 
For  the  week  ending  November 
27,  firms  In  logging  and  coal  min- 
ing anticipated  having  further  in- 
creases, but  in  retail  trades  and  water 
transportation  decreases  were  expec- 
ted, those  in  the  former  group  being 
nominal  in  size,  while  In  the  latter 
they  exceeded  the  additions  actually 
recorded  during  the  week  of  Nov- 
ember 20th.  Most  of  the  proposed 
declines  in  that  group  were  expected 
to  occur  in  Quebec,  where  they  re- 
elected the  .  closing  of  the  summer 
ports. 

Substantial  reductions  in  the  num- 
ber of  persons  on  their  payrolls  as 
compared  with  their  returns  for  the 
preceding  week  were  registered  fcy 
firms  in  Railway  and  Building  Con- 
struction, Lumber  and  its  products, 
Edible  Plant  products,  Iron  and  Steel, 
Non-ferrous  Metal  products,  Pulp 
and  Paper.  Textiles,  Miscellaneous 
Manufacturing  Industries,  Metallic 
Ores  and  Railway  Transportation, 
those  In  Railway  Construction,  Lum- 
ber and  its  products.  Iron  and  Steel, 
Textiles  and  Railway  Transportation, 
which  varied  from  1200  to  1800 
workers,    being  the    largest.  \ 

In  Railway  and   Building  Construc- 
tion   and    Lumber    and    its    products 
tho  declines  were  due  to  the  seasonal 
Inactivity    and    were    wide-spread    In 
application.      In    Iron    and   8teel    pro- 
ducts, the  reductions  also  were  spread 
over  several    provinces,    those    In    On- 
tario   being    reported    in    the    canning 
sub-group,    while    In    British    Colum- 
bia they  occurred  In  the  sugar  indus- 
try. The    largest   Individual   reductions 
in  Iron  and  Steel  Products  were  reg- 
istered  In    Quebec.   Ontario  and   Nova 
Scotia,  taking  place  to  a  considerable 
degree    in    the    vehicle,    forglnga    and 
steel      manufacturing      sub-groups 
Practically   all    the    declines    In    Non- 
ferrous   Metal   Products   were    record- 
ed  in   the   nickel   refining  sub-groups 
In  Ontario.

The  golden  sovereign  has  almost 
vanished  from  circulation  in  most 
part*  of  Great  Britain  since  paper 
currency  ha*  been  issued,  but  in  th* 
west  of  Wales  gold  Is  aa  plentiful  *a 
It  was  before  the  war,  says  The  Dally* 
Chronicle. 

There  the  British  sovereign  causes 
no  surprise  at  all  when  change  la 
given,  and  both  the  sovereign  and  the 
half-sovereign  are  passed  frequently 
from  hand  to  hand  until  the  banks 
get  hold  of  them. 

With  the  exception  of  Spanish  cur- 
rency. It  Is  probable  there  Is  as  high 
a  stundard  of  gold  currency  In  Wales 
as  In  any  part  of  Europe  today. 
Welsh  farmers  have  earned  big  pro- 
fits In  the  last  few  years,  and  hoarded 
them.  It  is  these  hoards  of  gold 
which  are  now  making  their  appear- 
ance. 


A*  compared  with  the  statements 
for  January  17th  there  were  increases 
in  20  industrial  groups  amounting  to 
4,603  workers.  As  firms  In  6  groupa 
however,  had  reduced  their  starts  by 
4,141  employees,  the  net  increase  in 
the  number  of  employed  by  these  551 
concerns  was  462  persons  or  eight- 
tenths  of  one  per  cent.

For 
the  following  week  a  further  though 
slight  increase  was  expected  In  this 
group,  while  firms  In  Retail  Trade 
anticipated  that,  on  the  whole,  their 
staffs  would  remain  stationary. 
Lumbering  and  Mining 

As  compared  with  their  statements 
for  the  preceding  week  large  In- 
creases in  employment  were  regis- 
tered by  firms  in  logging,  lumber  and 
Its  products  and  metallic  ores,  that 
of  389  in  the  first  named  being  the 
largest.  The  decrease  In  logging  and 
lumber  and  its  product*  may  be  at- 
tributed to  the  market  conditions 
prevailing  at  the  present  time  In 
British  Columbia.  In  metallic  ores 
most  of  the  reductions  were  reported 
by  two  firms  in  the  mining  and  smelt- 
ing sub-group. 

For  the  week  ending  November 
27th  some  recovery  from  the  losses 
ot  the  week  under  review  was  ex- 
pected In  logging,  but  lit  lumber  and 
Its  products  and  metallic  ores  further 
decreases  were  anticipated.  With  the 
exception  of  a  proposed  reduction  of 
nearly  500  persons  in  railway  con- 
struction, due  to  Ecosonal  causes,  the 
changes  in  the  remaining  minus 
groups,  both  actual  and  estimated, 
were  slight. 

As  compared  with  returns  from 
identical  concerns  for  January  17th 
Increases  in  staffs  ranging  from  100 
to  1200  persons  were  recorded  In 
Railway  and  Building  Construction, 
Clay,  Glass  and  Stone  products,  Non- 
ferrous  Metal  Products,  Pulp  and 
Paper,  Coal  Mining.  Metallic  Ores, 
Telephone  Operation,  Retail  and 
Wholesale  Trade,  Railway  and  Water 
named  being  the  largest. 

The  most  pronounced  decline  as 
compared  with  January  17th  figure* 
occurred  In  Iron  and  Steel  Products, 
where  2,362  persons  were  released 
from  employment,  largely  In  the  ve- 
hicle sub-group.  In  Logging,  Lum- 
ber and  it*  products  and  Edible  Plant 
products  there  were  declines  In  this 
comparison  ranging  from  100  to 
1000    persons.
